(2) Madras Christian College. 

• -1. General. — This institution was founded in 1837 by the Lev. 
John Anderson, the first Missionary of the Cliiirch of Scotland 
to Madras. It was originally styled tlie ‘General Assembly’s 
Institution’, but remaining in dependence on tluit sectiofi of tho 
Church which in 1843 dissolved its connection with the State, it 
was known from that time as the ‘Free Church of Scotland Mis- 
sion Institution.’ The College department was opened in 1865. 
In 1876 its basis. was widened. Other Christian bodies combined 
with the Free Church of Scotland in contributing to its support, 
and it became tlie most important ceTitre of Christian liberal 
education in Southern India. By H122 the number of bodies contri- 
buting to its support and represented on its Council had risen to 
seven, viz., the United Free Church of Scotland, tlie Wesleyan 
Missionary Society, tlie Church Missionary Society, the Churc’n 
of Scotland, the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, the 
London AWssionary Society and the Reformed Clinrch of .America.^ 
Through the subsequent reunion of the United Free Church of 
Scotland and the Church of Scotland, the number of contributing 
Bodies has been reduced to six but without any contjaction of 
the basis of suppovt. 

2. Management . — Thcp College®was incorporated in 3887 as a 
Limited Company under the Indian Companies Act of 1882. Tho 

^—6 
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niana^:ement is vested in three statutory authorities, the Govern- 
ing Board which meets in Great Brituin, the College Council, 
and the Senatus. The composition and respective powers of 
these bodies ure set forth in the Memorandum of Association, and 
the Articles of Association as amended in 1889, 1911 and 1930, 
which are published as an Appendix to the College Calendar. 
There is also a Staff Council, consisting of the entire teaching 
staff of t)ie College and the Superintendent of the School Depart- 
ment; and the teaching staff as n whole is further ovginised into 
Departments, each consisting of the Professors aii-l Lecturers 
connected with one Group of the B.A. Degree courses and the 
related subjects of the Intermediate courses. In addition there 
are various Standing Committees. 

3. Finmicr . — The working exr)enses of the College are met 
from fees, from Grants received under the Grant-in- A Id Code of 
the Madras Educational Department, and from contributions re- 
ceived from the various Cburclies and Societies named above.

(4) MadraSj Fachaiyappa’s Coilegfe. 

1. General — Origin and Previous History , — This is a purely 
Plindu institution maintained out of the fruits of Hindu bene-- 
volence, managed by a body of Hindu Trustees and dedicated 
solely to the education of Hindu youths. About the time when 
Sir Thomas Munro, Governor of Madras (1820-27) instituted an 
inquiry into the conditions of the people with a view.to spread 
♦ facilities for English education among them, legal steps were 
taken to recover the noble bequests made in 1794 by Pachaiyappa 
Mudaliar who occupied the high office of the Chief Agent of the 
East India Company at the Tanjore Court. In the years 1826-39 
efforts were made successfully to recover thfise endowments by 
decree, of the Supreme Court And to devote them to the starting 
pf English Schools at Madras, Conjeevarami and Chidan^barai^, 
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The Pachaiyappa Central Institution, which subsequently deve- 
loped into Pachaiyappa’s College and School, was opened on the 
1st of January 1842. 

Pachaiyappa's Central Institution first served as a feeder 
to the Madras High School at which a number of pupils were 
educated every year at the expense of Pachaiyappa's Charities; 
and these were designated Pachaiyappa Scholars. After the 
foundation of the Madras University, the Institution began teach- 
ing up to the Matriculation standard; in 1880 the School rose 
to the rank of a second grade College and was raised to the first 
grade status in 1889, with History and Philosophy as the optional 
groups in the B.A, Course. Alllliation in Mathematics was ob- 
tained in 1904 and in Physical Science in 1912; provision Was 
made for teaching the group — Tamil and South Indian History — 
in Branch vi of the B.A. Course in 1918. Consequent upon the 
College becoming a Constituent College of tlie University since 
the passing of the University Act of 1923, the authorities of the 
College resolved to open the Honours Courses of study; in 1924 
alllliation was obtained in History Honours, and in the next year, 
provision was made for the teacliing of Economics Honours and 
Philosophy flonours — the latter to be carried on in co-operation 
with Christian College. 

2. Management , — The first Board of Trustees was constituted 
in 1839 by decree of the Supreme Court and sustained its conti- 
nuity by co-optation till 1909 when its composition, tenure and 
relation with the Principal and the College Council were regu- 
lated by decree of the High Court which framed a new scheme 
of management for the charities. The Board of Trustees con- 
sists of nine •members holding office for five years and eligible for 
re-election. Of these nine, two are elected by the Hindu members 
of the Corporation of Madras, two by the Hindu members of the 
Senate of the University, one by the College Council, one by the 
registered Graduates of Pachaiyappa's College of ten years stand- 
ing, and the repiaining three by co-optation by the other Trustees, 
so as to provide suitable representation for the other communi- 
ties and interests which have largely added to the scope of the 
Charities by means of endowments and bequesta 

This year a Standing Committoe on Education was formed 
by the management consisting of the tfollowing members: — 

(1) The Trustee elected by the College Council to the 

Trust Board. 

(2) The Trustee elected by the Trust Board to the College 

Council. 

(3^ Another Trustee to be elected annually by the Boar<| 
of Trustees. 

(4) The Principal of the Pachaiyappa’s College. ^ 

The Trustee ’elected annually shall be the Chairman of the 
Standing Committee on^EducatAn and in his absence from a 
meetii^ the members present shall elect a Chairman. 
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The Committee shall ordinarily meet once a month. 

The Principal of the Pachaiyiippa's College or two other 
members of the Committee shall have power to call for a special 
meeting of the Committee. 

The recommendations of the Committee shall be considered 
by the Board of Trustees at a special meeting in which the 
Principal shall be invited to be present. 

The College Council, constituted according to the scheme 
of the High Court of 1909, consists of the Principal who is 
ex-officio, its President, the Professors of the College (including 
additional Professors), the Headmaster of the College School, 
and one member elected by the Trustees and one by the Junior 
Staff of the College from among their number (both annually 
chosen). The executive management of the College is vested in 
the Principal who has complete control over matters of discipline 
and over the clerical, ministerial and menial staff. He can, in 
consultation with the President of the Trustees fill up any tempo- 
rary vacancy in the staff for a period not exceeding three 
months and recommend in the same manner suitg.ble persons 
for permanent appointments in the staff. He has supervising 
powers over the working of the College School. The College 
Council assists and advises the Principal in the distribution of 
work among the members of the staff, the framing of the time- 
table, courses of study, selections of text-books, holding of exa- 
minations, promotions, purchase of books and apparatus for the 
College and School, awarding of prizes and scholarships, and 
control and supervision of sports and gymnasia. 

3. Finance , — The capital endowment for the mcfintenunce of 
Pachaiyappa's Institutions is abqut five lakhs yielding an hnnual 
income of about Ils. 20,000. Provident Fund was originally 
started in 1915 giving the members of the staff one anna in every 
rupee of their sa.larie.s in addition to the one anna that they 
contribute. The scheme was compulsory on all who were enter- 
tained after 1915 and optional in the case of those who entered 
service before. It has since been merged in the Government 
Scheme of Provident Fund for aided institutions started in 1923. 
There is also th ' system of gratuities sanctioned* by the Trustees 
to their servants for longhand faithful service. 

4. Buildings . — The present building with a spacious hall . 
attached to it, was built in 1850, and with various additions and 
Improvements made subsequently it is worth over five lakhs of 
rupees. The hostel ground in Chetpet is very spacious and 
coyers an area of about 60 acres and is sufficient for the construc- 
tion of buildings for locating the College department anffi provid- 
ing facilities for the residence of staff. 

5. Ho.jfeZ.— In 1914 with the aid o.^ a large grant from Gov- 
ernment and of donations and bequests, the scheme of construct- 
hig a large hostel was put in^ force; the foundation stone of 
the Chetpet hostel w/is laid on the 1st April 1914 by H. E. Lord 
Pentland. Meanwhile a new hostel admitting all students of 
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the College and School was started in spacious premises in Chet- 
pet. The new hostel which was built at a cost of four lakhs was 
ready for occupation in the year 1915-1916. Its grounds and 
accommodation have been enlarged by the generous grant of the 
adjoining Dare's gardens for the use of the students.

(6) Tlie Karalapati Ramanujaiya's scholarships of Rs. VO 
a year is tenable for two years and idj to be given annually to 
a student of the Junior B.A. class who has passeii the Inter- 
mediate Examination with Telugu or Sanskrit. It is to be 
awarded in the first instance to a member of the testator's com- 
munity (Vaisya, Trivarnika or Komati). 

(7) The Nilakanta Mehta Scholarships, — Mr. T. Subroya 
Mehta has founded two scholarships in memory of his brother. 
They will be awarded by him or the senior member of his 
family in the first instance to Guzerati Brahmin boys leading 
in this High School or College. In the absence of eligible candi- 
dates among young men of the donoi’'s community, the Trustees 
may, at their discretion award the schola.rsliips to bright and 
deserving Brahman boys of any other sub-caste.

(9) Lady Willingdon Training College, Madras. 
(Affiliated in 1923.) 

1. Qaienil . — This institution compiises a training section 
for women teaclims of all gnules and a complete practising 
school with classes from the Infant class up to Form VI. The 
practising school dates back to before tlie year 1R90 when it 
originated as the Vi/Janagaram Maharajah’s Girls’ School, Trip]!- 
cane. It was taken over by the Educational Department in 1913 
and developed into a training school for women secondary teach- 
ers when it was known as the Government Secondary and Train- 
ing Scliool, Triplicane. In 1923 the post-graduate training bi*c- 
tion was added and tlie name was changed to that of the Lady 
Willingdon Training College, since when it lias formed one of the 
constituent colleges of the Madras University. 

2. Management, — The College is under the management of 
the Director of Public Instruction, Madras. 

3. Finance. — The expenditure is met from Provincial Funds. 

4. Buildings. — The new building in tlie Ice Ilonse Road was 
opened in December 1922 for the training dojiartment and upper 
High School. The rest of the practising school with the Elemen- 
tary Training .seel ion, is at jiies^mt localod in a rentofi build- 
ing, 82, 83, Tholasiiiga Perumal Koil Street, Triplicafie. 

5. Hostels. — There are 3 hostel buildings, the Ice House and 
2 rented buildings, affording accommodation for about 180 of 
the undc’-graduate training students and pupils of tlie practising 
school. The L.T. students reside in Queen Mary’s College Hostel. 

6. Courses of ^^tudies. — Four courses of training for teachers 
are provided, Graduate, Secondary, Elementary and the Diploma 
Course, Physical Training but only the giaduate training quali- 
ties for admission to the L.T. degree examination of the Uu'ver- 
sity. Recognition has been granted by the University in all the 
special subjects laid down in the Regulations for the L.T. com se 
with the exception of Sanskrit 

7. Library. — The library includes 1,199 volumes on Educa- 
tional Theory and Practice and 2,441 volumes on General Refer- 
ence and Literature. 

8. -^dowmeiits . — There are no endowments except those 
allotted fo the practising school. 

9. Miscellaneous.— All students are^required to do a definite 
amount of levelling practice and ohseryntion in the practising 
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school, and to visit other schools in the city. They are also re- 
quired to put in an attendance of 2 hours per week at Physical 
Training and Games; to undergo a periodical medical examina- 
tion conducted by the school doctor and to attend “First Aid“ 
lectures arranged by the St. John Ambulance Association. The 
L.T. students are required to take the course in practical educa- 
tional Psychology which includes intelligence. Testing and 
some experimental Psychology. The Secondary and Elementary 
students are required to take the Handicrafts course which 
L.T. students are required to tuke the Handicrafts course which 
includes spinning and weaving, basketry and needlework. 

10. Fees, etc , — In 1930-31, the number of training 

students is 113 which includes 36 in the L.T. Section. The 
strength of the practising school is 612. Stipends from Provin- 
cial funds are awarded to students during their training. Fees 
are levied on students who do not belong to the Madras Presi- 
dency at the rate of Rs. 80 per annum in the L.T. section and 
Rs. 40 in the secondary training section.

1. General — Origin and Previoiifi Hintory . — The Madras 
Normal School was opened in February 1856, and wus 
intended to prepare teachers of all grades for employment 4n 
mufassal schools. All the students received a course of general 
instruction and were at the same lime trained for the work of 
teaching. The course of general instruction was in the beginning 
laid down by the Principal, but was afterwards adapted to meet 
the needs of the “Grade Examinations'’ instituted in 1859. In 
1862 the subjects of study, so far as the upper grades were con- 
cerned, were changed so as to enable students td prepare^ffyr the 
several University ^Examinations, and as a consequence of this 
alteration the training of teachers of lower grades was discon- 
tinued at this institution. *The sclfbol continued to train teachers 
and also .to give them general Instruction till 1872» when it waa 
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(Itemod tAiHMlient to ujirrow the sphere of its work by limiting it 
to proffer. liaiiiini; only. Tin* poi M)d oT training was Jiow 
rediieed from lw(j yiiuis to one year, and in the case ol‘ graduates 
to SIX months. In 1S7G it was resolved to introduce instruction 
ill certain liseful subjects not included in tlie ordinary scliool 
curriculum, and a beginning was made with Agriculture. With a 
view to placing toacbing on a more scieiiti/ic basis, lectures on the 
ridm.iple^; and tlo' Lc.ioiy of Lducalion were eomnienced in 1883. 
a'lie. JiiJim ami t;c(*i'<’ ’d' (1 m seleud clu:iig( (l in ISS6 wdieii it was 
affiliated lo tlo^ IJmvtMsily and began to prepare candidates for 
(lu^ L.T. iiegK'o PJ\aiiiinalion, \vhi('li had been eslablished in the 
I)rec('ding year. In KSS7 tb(i Teachers’ (College was transferred to 
SaidMpot. An Liemenuiry Training School in Madras was 
attac!i(‘d lo the Ttaudiers’ Coll(‘g(^ in anothei* at Saidapet was 

added in IXili, and two more in I8I16. These scliools, along with 
the gymnasium transfen cd to Saidapet in 1892, constituted the 
bramdi iiistituliori.s altaclied if) the TeaelHoa' College. Of these 
branclnxi the Adi-iJra\ida and the iVluiianiinadan Lraneh Training 
Schools Vv'in'e placed uiidcj* tlie liispt clor of Ihii’opran and Training 
Sclmoh; ill jNovC‘inb..'r 1993, and the ftiiidn lhancli Training School 
Vy^as also Iramjferred to the same officer in June I9u5. 


la lOdl a sp(H;i<il bloo): of binldings was erected for the 
accoimuodalioii of the KindergaiTeu Depai tment of the practising 
school attached to the College, and a Lady Superintendent, with 
European training, was placed in charge of tliat department. 

In 1911 the Teacheis’ College was reorgaui/-ed; and the colle* 
giate section of the Training Collegia, llajahmundry, was amalga* 
mated with it. Tin; new syllabus i)rescribed by the University 
in 191h for the L.T. I3egrce Examination, ami the new courses of 
study framed by the Educational Department for the Secondary 
School-leavijig Certificate in the same year neceS'sitated the train- 
ing of teachers for giving instruction in special subjects. Accord- 
ingly, lecturers were appointed for the subjects of Mathematics, 
Physical Scicn ^e, Natural Science, History and (geography, and the 
graduate normal students were required to specialize in one of 
these subjects, besiiU's g*)iug througli a gmieral course. The 
Teachers’ College was removed to the building formerly occupied 
by the AgricuUural Ccdlegc, and its staff was differentiated from 
that of the Iligli School wliicli foimed an integral pad of it before. 
The Scliool departiiient, now called the Model High School, was 
provided with a permanent staff of teachers, thus obviating the 
necessity of employing the normal students to do the niAjor portion 
of the teaching work in the school, as was the practice under the 
Old S}:^em. Tli^ Manual Training sc tion was opened in 1914 and 
the A^ Masters Training section in 1923.

FACULTY OF MEDICINE. 

(13) Madras, Medical College 

1. General-^ Origin ami Previous History. — This institution was 
opened as the Medical School in 1836, and intended for the instruc- 
tion in medicine of Europeans, Anglo-Indians and Indian candidaics 
for the subordinate luedical service. The benefits were early 
extended to those desirous of qualifying for medical degrees, and 
some of the courses are open to the public. The designation of the 
institution was changed to Medical College in 1861, The College is 
under the control of a Principal, subject to the authority of the 
Surgeon-General with the Government of Madras. The certificates 
of the College are recognised by the Colleges of Surgeons of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland. Students of the College department are pre- 
pared for the University degrees. (Twenty-four have graduated as 
M. D., four as M.S., M.D.28, M.B. & C. M. and M.B. & B.S , 603, 
L. M. S. V17 and forty-four that of L.S.Sc. Sc B.S.Sc.) 

2. Buildings. — The College has at present three blocks of 
buildings to accommodate its various departments, and the remodel- 
ling of the Collette buildings was effected this year. The construc- 
tion of the Pathology Institute is in progress. 

3. Hostel. — There is a hostel for women students of this College 
at Walla jah Bagh Buildings, Kilpauk, Madras. The Hostel for 
male students is being constructed in Vepery, Madras, 

4. Courses of Study and Academical Year. — The academical 
year consists of an autumn and winter term of six, and a spring 
tenn of three months. The summer vacation extends from April 1 to 
June 30. The year commences on July 1. The curriculum of the 
College department is in conformity with the requirements of the 
Univer-Uy regulations for degrees in medicine. Clinical instruction 
is impaled at the General Hospital, tne Government Hospital for 
Women and Children, the Ophthalmic Hospital, the Mental Hospital, 
the Tuberculosis Hospital, and the Infectious Diseases Hospital. 
Women students are now permitted to join the classes of the College 
free. 
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6. Library .—'VhQ Library attached to this College is open to the 
students day and night. Several books on each subject are added 
each year. 

G. Endowments-Scholarships, Prizes^ c/c.— There are thirteen gold 
medals awarded. The Johnstone medal is open annually to students 
ot the College and Apoihecary departments; the Chippertield medal 
is given to the best clinical student in medicine and surgery alter- 
nately. The Bharati Lakshmi gold medal (awarded by His Highness 
the Maharaja of Travancore is given to a lady student for prohciency 
in midwitcry and diseases of women and children. A gold medal, 
for prohciency in midwifery, is given by Kajah Sir P. S. Kamaswami 
Mudaliyar, C.l.(£. The Savalai Setharam medal is awarded for 
proficiency in diseases of children. The Lady Grant Duft gold 
medal is awarded to the most successful Hindu or Muhammadan lady 
student: failing such, to the most successful outgoing lady stu- 
dent. The Dr. G. Rama Rao medal is awarded to a student who 
has obtained not less than 75 per cent, of the marks at a com- 
petitive practical examination in Anatomy. The Queen-Empress 
medal is awarded (by the University authorities) to the lady 
student who takes the highest position in the first class in the 
pass examiniftion for the degree of M.B. & B.S., or L.M. & S. In 
the event of a first-cluss being obtained at both examinations in 
the same year, the medal will be awarded to the higher exami- 
nation. The Balfour Memorial medal is awarded by the Univer- 
sity to the lady student who obtains not less than 75 per cent 
of the marks in midwifery and diseases of women and children at 
the Final M.B. & B.S. Examination. Failing a candidate for that 
degree, it may be awarded to a candidate passing the Final 

L. M. & S. subject to the same condition. The Hon'ble Dewan 
Bahadur V. Ramabhadra Nayudu gold medal is awarded to the 
candidate obtaining the highest number of marks in the Final 

M. B. & B.S. degree examination held in June each year. The Dr. 
Nair Memorial Gold Medal is awarded to the candidate who 
obtains the hig^iest number of marks in Surgery at tlte Final 
M.B. & B.S. Examination. The Raja of Panagal Gold Medal to 
the best outgoing student of the year. The Dr. T. M. Nair Gold 
Medal to the candidate not being a Brahman, Anglo-Indian or 
European who obtains the highest number of marks in all subjects 
at Final M.B. or L.M.S. examination. 'Jhe Gangadrum Lakshmi- 
narayanammah Prize to the Indian Lady candidate who obtains 
the highest number of marks in Midwifery at Pinal M.B. or L.M.S. 
Examination. 

In addition to the foregoing medals, the following prizes that 
may take J:he form of books or instruments or medals are also 
awarded: —

(cO The Price Memorial Prizes. — Value Rs. 66. These take 
tJie form of books, or of instruments, and are awarded annually, 
on the recommendation of the College Council, to students who 
gain the greiutest number of marks at the competitive examination 
in medicine. The examination will be held during the last week 
of the autumn session. 

(/) The C. Raitt Dunhill Prize. — Value Rs. 35. This takes 
tlie form of books or of medical instruments, and is awarded 
annually on the recommendation of the College Council to the 
student who gains the greatest number of marks at a competitive 
examination in Physiology to be lield during tlie last week of the 
autumn session. 

(g) The Thomson Memorial Prize. — Value Rs. 22}. This 
prize takes the form of books and is awarded annually to the beat 
Travancore student of the College or Apothecary department who 
gains the greatest number of marks at a competitive examination 
in Anatomy to be held during the last week of the autumn session, 

{h) The Sihthorpe PHzes. — Value Rs. 145. These prizes 
take the form of books or of instruments or of a medal, and are 
awarded annually to the students who obtain the first and secqnd 
places at a competitive examination in Surgery to be held during 
the last week of the autumn session. 

(i) The Branfoot Memorial Prize. —Value Rs 24 J. This prize 
shall take the form of books or of medical instruments, and shall 
be awarded annually to the student who obtains the greatest num- 
ber of marks at a competitive examination ijn Midwifery and 
Gynaecology held during the last week of the spring session. 

(;) The Maitland Memorial Value Rs. 70. These 

take the form of books or of instruments and are awarded 
annually on the recommendation of the College Council to the best 
students in the College or Apothecary department of the Madras 
^fedical College in Clinical Medicine and Clinical Surgery alter- 
.uating with the subject for the Chipperfield Gold Medal for the 
year. 

(fc) The VanOeyzeVs Prize. — This shall for the present take 
the form of a book not exceeding Rs. 15 in Value and shall be 
awarded by the Medical College Council to the student of the 
Madras Medical College who, at the end of his regular first year’s

— These prizes shall consist of 
books on Surgery or Surgical Instruments to students who show the 
highest proficiency in “Principles and Practice of Surgery." Such 
Proficiency ihall be judged by the results of a special competitive 
examination and a simple chnlcal test held for the purpose. Two 
prizes.

FACULTY OF ENGINEERING. 

(14) Madras, College of Engineering- 

1. General — Origin and Previous History. — The College was 
dcTcloped from a Surveying School which was established in the 
year 1704 inside the Fort. In 1869 the School was transferred to 
the buildings known as Kalasamahal — the palace of the late Nawab 
of Carnatic at Chepauk under the title “ Civil Engineering College**. 
The College became affiliated to the University of Madras in the 
year 1877 and in 1886 the designation was changed to' ‘‘The College 
of Engineering*’. The College was transferred in 1020 to the present 
site at Guindy with well-equipped workshops, Power House and 
Laboratories and was made a completely residential institution, 

2. Mainigcmeni. — The [institution is a Government College 
maintained by Government, the responsibility for the discipline and 
management being vested in the Principal under the control of the 
Director of Public Instruction, Madras. 

3. Finance. — The College is maintained from the provincial 
educational budget. 

4. .Buildings. — The College main building with the laboratories, 
Power House and the residential hostels with accommodation for 
about 600 students was constructed in 1920 at a cost of 21 lakhs. 

6, Hostc, —Residence is compulsory in the hostel. The Principal 
is its Warden and he is assisted in his work by 3 Deputy Wardens. 

6. Courses of Study. — There are the following classes in the 
College:— 

(i) Engineer class for the training of (a) Civil Engineers, 

(b) Mechanical Engineers, (c) Electrical Engineers. 

(ii) Upper Subordinate class for the training of Upper Subor- 

dinates. 

\iii) Lowef Subordinate and Draftsman class for the train- 
ing of Lower Subordinates and Surveyors. 

(iv) Probationary Subordinate class for giving train^ing pre- 
liminary to Upper Subordinate or Lower Subordinate 
Class, ' ' 
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TheCollege is affiliated to the University in the course for the 
1st of the above classes. This course extends over 5 years of 
which 4 shall be spent in the College and the 5th on works, the 
qualification for gidmission being the Intermediate examination 
of the Madras University with Mathematics, Physics and Che- 
mistry as optionals. 

The bifurcation of Civil, Mechanical and Electrical branch 
takes place at the end of the 2nd yean. Students are expected 
to sit for the F.E. examination at the end of the 2nd year and for 
B.E. at the end of the 4th year of the course. 

Upper Subordinate cZas6*.— The course extends over 3 years 
(2 years in the College and one on works) after promotion from 
the Probationary Subordinate class. 

Draftsmun and Lower Subordinate class , — The period of 
study after promotion from Probationary Subordinate class is 
for one year. 

Probalionarij Subordinate class . — This is preliminary to 
Upper Subordinate or Lower Subordinate and Draftsman class 
and the course is for 2 years, the qualification for admission 
being an eligible S.S.L.C., or the Matriculation examination of 
the Madras University. 

7. The library contains 8,233 volumes in its consult- 

ing and lending sections combined and are largely technical 
books dealing with engineering subjects.

3. Qeneial — Origin and Previous Hutory — The origin of this 
Institution founded by the Basel Mission dates bnck to the year 
1848. It was recognised as a middle school in 1873, as a High 
Scliool in 1879, and affiliated to the University of Madras as a 
second grade college in 3909. 

The site of the present buildings which werJ^ occupied in 
1006 was acquired by Government under the Land Acquisition 
Act and handed over to the “Basel Mission Educational Council". 
The Rev. W. Muller, a graduate of the Tubingen University, was 
the first Principal. The buildings cost lls. 60,000. 

The College includes Primary, Lower Secondary and High 
School Departments. 

2. Management, — During the war, when the missionaries had 
to give up their work, Dewan Bahadur G. T. Varugese under- 
took the management of the CollefS; but in 1919 when it was 
found more and more difficult to finance the College the Madras 
Christian College Council took over the Management of the whole 
institution under the name of the Malabar Christian College. A 
Senatus was appointed as the local governing body. After the 
return of the Basel Mission the management of the College was 
retransferred from tlie Madras Christian College Council to the 
Basel Missionary Society with effect from 1st April 1927. The 
College Council with at present 4 gx-officio and 4 nominated 
members is the local governing body. 

3. Finances, — The Basel Mission (head quarters: Basel Swit- 
zerland) is responsible for the finances of the College. The value 
of compound, Kanam lands, free hold buildings, furniture and 
appliances is estimated at about Rs. 1,10,000. 

Those lecturers who are pen anent members of the staff 
are allowed to c«ntribute to the Government Provident Fund for 
teachers. 

4. Hostel , — new Hostef adjoining the college was opened 
ia January 1909 with accommodation for 60 studenta. The 
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host6^/ is open to all sections of the college and school though 
the college students have the preference. The members of 
the hostel manage their own feeding arrangements under the 
supervision of the warden. There is ja vegetarian and a non- 
vegetarian kitchen. 

5. Courses of Studies. — ^The College is affiliated in Groups A 
and B of the remodelled Intermediate Course. Instruction is 
offered nnd(u* Part III in Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, 
Ancient History, Modern History, Indian History (affiliated in 

and Logic, under Part II in Malayalam, Sanskrit and 
German. Provision is also made for the teaching of Frencli. 

Ileligious instruction is also included in the course of 
studies. 

6. fjihrart/. — Tlie lihrari/ contains about 4.500 volumes. A 
reading I’oom for teachers and students is attached. 

7. IJndoirmrnt —S(‘hol(ir,^:Jii})S, Prizes, etc. — The ‘'Dr. llcv- 
'tnctnn (Uindert Scholarship'' founded by Kev. W. Muller, tlie first 
Th'iueipal of The College, of the annual value of Ks. 50 is tenable 
in the Senior Intermediate Class and is awarded to that student 
of this class who not having failed in any subject obtains tlH» 
liighest aggregate number of marks at the annual examination of 
the Junior Class. 

In addition the College offers a number of scholarships to 
poo]' and deserving students. 

8. Miseellnneous. — Provision is made for games, such as 
Foot-ball, Hockey, Tennis, Volley-ball. Basket-ball, Base-ball and 
Badminton. Participation in Physical training classes is compul- 
sory.

1. General — Origin and Previous History. — In June 1877, 
Highness the late Manavikram i Zamorin Maharajah Bahu- 
K.C.S.I., P.M.U.. started a school under the name of 


•'Kemla Vidyasala"' for educating a few young mem- 
bers of the Zamorinks family^ In 1878, it was thrown open to 
all caste boys (Brahmins and Nayars) a^^d in the following year, 
H was affiliated to the University of Madras as a second graeje 
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College. In 1900, the College was renamed the ‘‘Zamorin's Col- 
lege’*. Since June 1920, the Zamorin has been pleased to throw 
open tlie College to all students irrespective of caste or religion. 
The College celebrated its Golden Jubilee on 15th of January 1927. 

2. Management . — The college is now under the management 
of a Board consisting of 9 members including the Principal 
and the Headmuster. Three of the members represent the three 
Kovilagams constituting the Zamorin’s Swaroopam. 

3. Finance . — The Zamorin and the Stanoin-holders contribute 
annually about Ks. 4,5UU. Besiues, uie College has been getting 
since 1928 an annual grant of Ks. 5,000 from the Guruvayur Deva- 
swam to be spent on some branch or branches or promotion of 
Education in some special subjects and not merged in the general 
revenues of the College “to be spent indiscriminately for general 
purposes.” The scheme of Provident Fund instituted by Govern- 
ment for Aided institutions has been given effiect to and is now 
in force. 

4. Part of the north block conhiining the Prin- 
cipal’s room and the College Office was so seriously damaged by 
the floods of 1925 that on expert advice it was dismantled and 
rebuilt. The Old Palace hall and the upstair building attached 
to it have now beim pulled down. A new building satisfying 
the reauirements of the University Commission has to be con- 
structed but meanwhile temporary sheds are put up for the 
accoiiimodatioii of classes. The extension of the science labora- 
tory will also be carried out as early as possible. 

5. Hostel. — There is a large and up-to-date Hostel within 
thd precincts of the College compound. It is becoming Increas- 
ingly popular and useful and the rooms are always all occupied. 

The extension of the Hostel also is being seriously thought of. 

• 

6. Courses of siwdies.-— Instruction is imparted in Sanskrit 
and Malayalain under Part 11 of the remodelled Intermediato 
course. The following subjects are now taught under Part III. — 

Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, Modern History, Ancient 
Histojiy, Indian History, Logic and Malayalam. 

7^ Library. — The Library which is being added to year by 
year now contains 4,481 volumes. 

8. IScholarshiys, Prizes, etc , — The late Maharaja Zamorfh 
1ms sanctioned a special scholarship for the student who topH 
the list of the successful School Final candidates from the jSoara 
High School, Chowghat, tenable in the college classes.* The 
management also sanctions scholarships to poor and deserving 
students. All the members of the Zamorin’s family and of th^ 
Nileawar Palace are free scholaA,

1. General — Origin and Previous History . — English education 
has been giwon by the Missionaries of the C.M.S. in Kottaynrn 
continuously since 1816. A Seminary was opened in that year 
and conducted by English Missionaries woi-king in conjunction 
witli the authorities of the Syiuan Chiircli. Tt was endowed 
Tiartly by gifts from England and partly by a generous endow- 
ment consisting pnitlv of land and parUv of funds made by the 
then Rani of Travancore. Rani Sri Parvathi Bai. In 1S37 it was 
^■^und necessary to divide the endowments. About a half of tho 
total sum was giv^n in trust to the 'Missionaries at Kottayam* 
for the education of Syrian Christian boys and a new Collego 
building was built in that year under the supervision of the late 
ReVf Henry Baker senioi*. Although already styled a College tlie 
histitiition was only a High School. In 1862 tlie school began to 
‘^end up candidates for the Matriculation Examinafion. Tn 1892 
F.A. classes wexo onentul and the in.stitution began its (fareer us 
a second grade College, In 1909 with the organisation of the 
Intermediate course a separate block of buildings was erected 
f#r the College section, and in 1910 the College classes 
were transferred thither. The College was then affiliated for 
giving instruction in English. Malayal.am. Sanskrit. Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistry, Ancient History. Modern Histoiy and I.ogic 
In 1923 the College was further affiliated in Natural Science and 
a spacious-hall was added to accommodate the general classes. Tn 
1927 Indian History was added to the subjects of instruction jind 
an additional block of buildings was erected to provide Private 
and common rooms for the staff, and store rooms for Physic/;, 
Chemistry* Natural Science and Games. 

2. Management . — The ultimate control of J^he College* rests 
with the Church Missionary Society in Tx)ndon. The Society 
has entrusted the management to a local Governing Board. Ac- 
cording to the present ^constitution this Board consists of 14 
Tnembers of whom five, viz., the Bishop of the Diocese, the. Dio- 
cesan Tfeasurer, the Diocesan Representative of the C.M.S., the 
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Principal of the College, and the Headmaster of the High School 
departnff'iil are ex-oflicio, four are elected by the Diocesan Council, 
one by the staff of the CoP ‘ge. two are nominated by the Bishop, 
and the remaining two ( o-onted by the Board. Besides exercising 
a geneial control over tho affaJrs of the College, the Board sanc- 
tions the annual budget, determines general lines of policy and 
looks after tlie buildings and pror>erties of the College. The 
Th'incipad is tiie Secretary of the Board. 

?). Finance.- -Tim ultimate financial responsibility for main- 
taining the College rests with the Chiireli jMissionarv Society. 
The current expenses a^e met from the fee income, the income 
from tlie endowment.^!, and occasional grants-in-aid for appliances 
and apparatus from the Travancore Government, 

4. BnihFnujs. — The buildings of the College stand in about 
10 acies of land. The main block \P^ built on the lop of a hill on 
a commanding site facing west. It is a two-storied building con- 
taining laboi-atorios and lecture rooms for Physical, Chemical 
and Natural Sciences and lecture moms for j'tathomatics, TTistni'c 
and liOgic. It also contains a Tjibi*ary and 'Reading room and 
office I’ooins. A large hall close bv and at right angles to the 
main buildings at the south end accommoda+es general cl is^es tn 
English and Malayalam. At the north end and parallel to the 
hall is the staff room block. 

n. Hastrls . — There is a largo, well-ventilated, two sforied 
Ijostel />n the College premi.ses, which provides accommodation for* 
^dudenfs and residential quarters for a warden. Tn addition 
the College rents two spacious buildings in the immediate neigh- 
houiliood wliich accommodate about 30 additional j^tudents. 
Tiiere is a separate residential warden for each of the hostels. 

6. Cnur.srs of Htudy . — Intermediate course — Affiliated in 
1908, 1923 and 1927.

7. TJhrririh- -The library contains about 4,3.^0 volumes eiossi- 
fied under tlie sections, Literature, Literary History and Criticism, 
Shakespeare, liangnage and Rhetoric, Fiction, etc. An allotment 
is made each year from the funds of the College for the improve- 
ment of the librai’y. There is also a small hostel library for the 
,^ise of the hostel residents, 

8. Endoicmrfits, ffcholar.shipf}. Prizes, etc. — The College shares 
with the Higli School attached to it an endow.ment known as the 
Svrian Trust Endowment, which brings in an annual income 
of about Rs. d.OOO. From the* endowment provision is made for 
eight major scholarships in the College at Rs. 36 per annum and 
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four exhibitions at Rs. 80 to Rs. 100 per annum for ex-students 
of the College who are prosecuting their studies either at Alwaye 
in Arts or in Madras in Arts, Medicine or Engineering. The 
scholarships and exhibitions are open for competition to stu- 
dents of Syrian parentage. Resides these tliere is provision from 
the general funds for six educational scholarships and three 
Hostel scholarships. These are open to deserving poor students. 
In addition to these there are endowments — P. George Memorial 
Prize, Jacob Chandy Memoi ial Prize and Mani Memorial Prize — 
for prizes. 


9. MiseeUaneo7f^^i . — There are fields for Foot-ball, Hochey and 
courts for Tennis, Basket Ball, Volley-Ball, Sixes and Badminton. 
There is a graduate member of the staff trained as a IMiysical 
Director to look after the physical activities of the students.

1. Gou raJ — Oritjin and Previous Historic , — This is a Govern- 
ment institution, and was established in 1800 at the request of the 
Hindu popuhdion of the di.strict of South Kanara, who subscribed 
IK 65,000 for the puri)ose. 

2. Finance.— The iustitution is open to all classes o.f tlie 
community, llie sources of ix-yenue aro the inierost of the 
endowment fund, wliicdi amounts to about Ks. 2,050 per annum, 
and thft fees, which amounted last yevtr to Rs. 18,833-5*0 for the 
college, classes only- high scliool classes Ks. 3,660-5-0.

(21) Nagercoil, Scott Christian College. 

This iiistitutiuii, which was opened in 1819 as a School under 
the name of ‘Nagercoil Seminary*, gividually develoi>ed and was 
raised to a .second-giade (College in 1893. It is open to students 
of all classes. It is managed and maintained by the London 
Mi.ssionary Society. 


Each permanent member of the staff is a member of the 
Collego Provident Fund, to which the College und the member 
contribute equally. 


The College buildings, in a large open compound, are com- 
modious and upTo-dale. 

There are two hostels, which can accommodate over fifty 
students in single rooms, and are situated in a fine compound 
of about live acres at the top of a hill about half a mile from the 
College.^ 

The College was early affiliated in Groups I and III of the 
old Intermediate Course. Group IJ was added in 1925.

(23) Palamoottah, St. John’s College. 

1. (}e]i(-r(^ — Origin and Pirvlous History : — This institution 
was founded by Missionaries of the Cliiircli Mi.ssionary Society as 
an Anglo-Vernacular .School at Palamcottah about 18.3.0. It deve- 
loped into a TTigli Scliool, and was affiliated to the' University of 
Madras in 1878 as a Second Grade College, being the first institu- 
tion in tlie di.sti ict to attain College rank. In January 188h, the 
College, wa.s Iran.sforred to Tinnevelly Town. 

In 1897, owing to the congested nature of the site of tlie 
College, inucli-needed expansion was made possible only by moving 
to a new site, and a new building was erected just outside the 
town boundary at a cost of Rs. 65/‘00, in which the College was 
carided on until April 1928, 

In 1928 a mucli more extensive .scheme of development was 
carried out, involving the transfer of the College back again to 
Palamcottah. There on a healthy open site of about 50 acres, a 
largely residential College was built at a cost' of pome 
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Rs. 2,50,000. The foundation stone was laid by His Excellency 
Eord Goschen towards the end of 1925, and on that occasion the 
original name of C. M. College was changed to St. John's 
College. 

The College exists primarily for the large Christian commu- 
nity that has grown up round the work of the C.M.S., S.P.G., and 
other Missions in Tinnevelly and neighbouring districts. It is, 
however, open freely to all communities. 

2. Miinagement, — The College is managed by a Governing 
Board, on which are represented the Missionary Societies sup- 
porting it, the Tinnevelly Diocesan Executive Committee and 
the Staff. The Bishop of the Diocese is ex-officio Chairman. 

3. Building fi. — The main buildings consist of two large 
blocks, with Library, Lecture Rooms, Science Laboratories, etc., 
and in addition four Hostels, a Chapel, two bungalows, and acces- 
sory buildings. 

4. Courses of Study. — The College is affiliated in the Inter- 
mediate course in Tamil under Part II, and in Ancient History, 
Modern Histoi^, Indian History, Physics, Chemistry, Mathe- 
matics and Logic under Part HI. 

5. Library. — There is a College Reference Library containing 
about 250 volumes, together with Historical Charts and Maps; 
also a lending library containing over 3,000 volumes. 

6. Endowments — Scholarships, Prizes, etc. — There are a 
number of S. P. C. K. and Diocesan Scholarships open only to 
Cliiistian Students; in addition there are 5 scholarships (in value 
equal to (lalf the tuition fee) open to all, irrespective of religion 
and , C 9 mmunity, awarded on the results of the S.S.L.C. exami- 
nation’ In its extensive grounds the College has ample facilities 
for games. At present there are two hockey fields, two foot ball 
fields, a tennis court, and several Volley Ball and Badminton 
Courts. There is ’a regular system of games, the students being 
divided into sets, under the supervision of the Director of Physical 
Training, assisted by a number of members of the Staff.

1. Gmeral — OrUjm and Previous History. — The institution 
has grown out of an Aiiglo-ViM-niiciilar School which was started 
at Fudukkottai in .1857 under the name of the Raja’s Free Scliool 
for tlie educution of tlie poor subjects of His Highness. In 1880 
students were, for the first time, sent up from the school for the 
Matriculation Examination, and it became a second grade College 
in 1881. 

2. Management and Finance. — The College is maintained by 
the State and is under the management of the Darbar. The 
teachers of the College are State servants subject to the usual 
rules regulating State Service. 

3. Hostel — A hostel is attached to tlie College. It is situated 
close to the College in a healthy locality.

(26) The Salem College 

1. Origin and Previous History . — The Salem College deve- 
loped out of the Zillah School established in 1856. College 
classes were opened in February 1879. The institution is 
managed by the Salem Municipality to which it was transferred 
by Government in October 1885. 


2. Management . — The College is being managed by the 
“College Committee” consisting of the Municipal Chairman, 
Ih-incipal (ex-officio), a representative of staff and three more 
elected members of the Municipality. This Committee ^as con- 
stituted in accordance with the recommendation of the Univer- 
sity Commission. 

3. Funwicr . — The College is financed by the municipality. 
Provident fund scheme is compulsory for all perhianent members 
of the staff and the present rate of contribution is one anna in 
tlie rupee. T‘ e management contributes an equal share and pays 
an interest of 4 per cent per annum. 


4. Uiiildings . — The Ccllege buildings are located in a com- 
pound measuring about 2 acres. The insufficiency of accommo- 
dation and the necessity to provide sufficient grounds for the 
puipo.^e of spoils and games were felt even as early as 1905. The 
Council has now, after all, ‘decided that the new buildings should 
be constructed on the foreshore of the Maravaneri tank. The 
fdundation stone of the new buildings was laid on 29-6-31 by The 
Hon^ble Mr. P. T. Rajan, B.A., Bar.-at-Law, M.L.C., Second Minister 
to th|B Government of Madras. 

6. Ho.yfc? 5 .~-There is a hostel attached to* College with 
accommodation for 40 student|. The average cost of boarding 
is about Rs. 13 per month. _ 
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6. Courses of Studies . — The College was affiliated in Parts I. 
II, and III of the remodelled Intermediate course in 1927. Pro- 
vision has been made for the teaching of Sanskrit, Tamil and 
Urdu under Part II. Instruction is given in the following groups 
under Part III. 

Group A. — ^Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry. 

Group B. — Indian History, Modern History and Logic. 

Group A. and B. — Physics, Chemisti y and Logic. 

7. Library . — The College has a library •£ over 3,560 volumes 
of well selected books on Literatu>'e, History, Science, Logic and 
Mathematics. 

8. E'ndowments, Scholarships, Prizes, etc . — An endowment 
of Rs. 400 was made by Rao Bahadur T. Subrahmanya Ayyar in 
the year 1899 and the interest accruing from the said amount is 
to be award<?d in the shape of books every year to the College 
candidate who stands first in the Intermediate Examination. 

9. Games . — Sports fee is collected from students. Students 
play Football, Cricket, Tennis, Badminton, etc., and compete for 
district tournament every year.

(26) Tellicherry, Government Brennen College ' 

1. General — Origin and Previous Hislory , — This institution 
was started in 18G2 as a free school with thh endowment of 
lls. 8,900 left by Mr. E, Drenneii, Master AKendant of the Telli 
cherry Port. The school was amalgamated with the B.G.M. Eng- 
lish School and was known a.s the 13. G. M. Bi’ennen Eng- 
lish School. In lSfJ(S it was raised to the rank ‘of a High School. 
In 1871 students weie sent up for the Matriculation Examination 
for the lirst time. The* mission having retired from manage- 
ment in March 1872, tlie school was re opened in June 1872, as a 
Government Zillah School, In 1883 the middle and in 1884 the 
High school, depaitments were ti’ansferred to the Municipality. 
The P.A. classes were opened in 1890. 

2. Management : — The institution with the College and 
School Departments was taken uver under the Government 
management on* June 1, 1919. The staff has been considerably 
strengthened since.

1. Qenenil — Origm and Previouii History. — This institution 
was first opened as an Elementary School in 1902 by some of the 
public spirited mcrcliants of Vaniyambadi, who formed themselves 
into a Committee called the “Vaniyambadi Muhammadan Educa- 
tional Society'* for the management of the School, just after the 
sittings of tiie All-India Muhaiiiiiiadan Educational Conference at 
Madras in December J901. The chief aim of the founders was to 
give the rising generation of Vaniyambadi English Education side 
by side witli the religious, as they thought that Muhammadan 
boys could not have any teaching in religion if they were sent to 
Mission and Government Schools directly. 

In course of time the merchant princes joined the movement 
and helped the Society both with their advice and money, and 
the Madrasa-E-Islainiah began its onward march tov/ards a 
fuller destiny. The First Form was opened on January 1, 1905. 
The Society was registeied on May 21, .1905. Tlie School was 
recognized as un incomplete Secondary School on June 13, 1907, 
and on March«I, 1908, (h(i Committee jesolved tliat Hindu boys 
also iuay 1)0 admitted. The institution became a compleltj High 
School on July 2, 1912, and the Coihge was affiliated on January 
20, 1921, in Group II. In 1922 affiliation in Group I was obtained. 

2. Mamigcnicnt and Fitumvc. — The College is under the 

management of The Vaniyambadi Mohammadan Educationul 
Society and the expenses are met from house rents, College 
fees and a Government Grant-in-aid. Permanent members of 
the Staff are allowed to contribute to the Government Provident 
Fund for teachers. . 

3. Hostela . — There ure two hostels attached to the College 
which provide for boarding and lodging of Muslim and Hindu 
students. The Principal is their Warden and is assisted *by two 
Managers. The average cost of boarding does not exceed Rs. 12 
per month. 

4. Courses of Htudy, — The College offers instruction in 
Urdu and Tamil under Rxrt II and Mathematics, Physics, Che- 
mistry, Logic, Indian History and Moderii History under Part III. 
The following combinations are allowed. 1. Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistry; 2. Physics, Chemistry, Logic; 3. Indian His- 
tory, Modern History and Logic. 

5. There is a library adequate for the present 
needs of the* College. 

6. Endowments.— A number of free and half-freeships^ are 
awarded to poor and deserving students every ye<ir. 

7. Miscellaneous* — Provision is made for Major and Minor 
games. Tennis, Volley-ball, Badminton, Basket-bull and Foot- 
ball are played. There is a Physical Director on the Staff,

.1. Ocih nit — fjrigih and Previous History . — The Elizabeth R. 
Vodi Jieos Colldgo is tlio highest educational .institution of the 
American Arcot Mission. The ^College, affiliated in 1898, is the 
outgrowth of a school established by the Cnurch of Scotlwd JdUh 
BiQU iu 1.888. 
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2. Buildivys and hostels, — In 1902 Mr. Ralph Voorhees, an 
American, gave Rs. 75,000 for buildings. With this money have 
been erected the Lower School building, tlie Hindu hostel accom- 
modating forty-five students, and the Christian hostel accommodat- 
ing eighty. Separate hostel accommodation is provided for 
Christian students in the Intermediate classes. The present 
College building was erected in 1917. 

3. Courses of Htiuly , — Languages taught under Part II of the 
Intermediate Examination are Tamil, Teliigu, Ui du and Sanskrit: 
under Part HI the subjects taught are Physics, Chemistry, Mathe- 
matics, Logic, Ancient History and Modern History. 

4. Library , — The College library contains about 1,800 volumes, 
tind the high school library containing 1,800 is also open to 
college students. 

6. Endowments^ Hcholarships, Prizes, etc . — There are liberal 
provisions for scholarships. In addition to the one or two Govern- 
ment scholarships awarded every year to Junior Intermediate 
students, the College maintains five scholarships in each class, one 
of the value of Rs. 90 annually, the others Rs, 45.

(30) Alwaye, the Union Christian College. 

1. (/''/(I TliiK nuitif utioii was founded in 'June 1921 as 
the rosull ot* ii desire ainong some oT the Christian Churches in 
Tru\uucore and Cocliiii for co-open- lion in educational work. 

All old Cutcheriy bmiding nr.d l.'d cieier ct' l-.tod serrcsuml’rtg it 
wore granted to the College by the Covernrnent of Trav’aiicorc in 
September 1921. About 21 acres have been subsequently added 
by the purchase of adjacent plots. 

The College is almost entirely resident iwl, the great majority 
of the students and a large number of the members of the Staff 
living in quarters provided for them in the College premises.* 

2. Mamti^emenL — The College is owned and governed by a 
Council which is an Association registeied undef the Companiesj" 
Regulation of '^h avancore, including among its members represen- 
tatives of ‘‘The Malankara Syrian ChurclU', “The Mar Thoma 
Syrian Church'' and “The Anglican Church in Travancore and 
Cochin". 

• 

3. Finance . — The main sources of income have been dona- 
tions from sympathisers in India and abroad, Government grants 
and fees collected from students. From the starting of the 
College and especially siru'e its devehqmient as a First Grade 
College the Church Missionary Society has been taking a keen 
ihterost in the institution iind lieliiing it by maintaining one of its 
ffiissionarios to work as a member of the College Staff. A Provi- 
dent f'und to which the management contributes one^half has been 
Started for the benefit of the permanent members of the Staff. 

4. Buildings , — The College buildings consist of two two- 
storeyed structures, one for the^accommoda^ion of the Arts depart* 
^Euents and another for the Science departments. There, is also a « 
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separate building for the use of the teaching Staff. Two hou.ses 
have been built in the premisc.s for the use of the Principal juid 
another married Lecturer. 

5. HostrU . — Tliere are foiii* hostels providinp: accommodation 
for 230 students and sev(*n resident waidens. The first 
hostel bnildini^ was comideted in Aii.i‘:nst 1022 and foi’- 
liivilly oi)ened by Dr. Kabindi-anal 1 j M\if-^oi*e on ISIh 
NovembiU’ 1022 This hostel is hnown as Uie ‘"'raKore Ilostt'l’’. 
A second lioidid was comphded in ^Xpi il 1021. A tiiird hostel was 
eomph-ted in June 1021. Tt is called the ‘TTolhind Hostel’* in re- 
co^niiinn of tin* A-aliiable services rendered In the Ci»llee;o l)y the 
Rev. W. R. S. Holland, now Principal of Rt. John's College, Agra. 
A fointli hostel was coTnrdt'lod in Septen\ber 102H. In eacli hostel 
there are a Cornmon Room, a Prayci* Rornii and a Sick Roi)m. 


Five Mess houses were constructed in the course of 
four years, one for the Prahmin M-^ss, another for the Nair Mess, 
a third for the Cosmopolitan Vegedarian Mess and the remaining 
two fo]‘ the Cf^mo])olitan Non-Vegetarian Messes. A Canteen \vns 
opened in a building erected for^tlie purpose in June .1925. 

6. Coifrsrs of — The College was affiliated for the 

Intermediate Course in Histories and Logie, in 1921, in Matlio- 
niaties. Ph.vsies and Chemistry in 1920 and Physics, Chemistry and 
Natural Science in 1927. For the re-modollod Intermediate Course 
provision is made for tlie teaching of English (Pari I), of Mala- 
yalam undei* Part 11 and Mathematics, Physics. Chemistry, Natural 
Science, TTisten ios and Logic under Part ITT. 

The College was affiliated for the B.A. (Pass) Course in 1923 
in the followin.g subjects: — (1) Matbematics, (2) Philosophy, (3) 
History .and Economics. For the re-modelled B.A. Course Hie 
College offers insiruction in English (Part I), in Malayalam under 
Part TT and Group (T-a) (Mathematics, Group — (iii) (Pliit »sophy) 
and Group (iv-a) (History and Economics) under Part TTl. 

7. T/fhrary . — The Ta'brarv consists of about 4,400 volumes. 
The TJbrarv is divided into three secti(jns. the General IJbrary, 
the Class Libraries and the Consulting TJbrary. 

A gift by the Rev. C, F. Andrews helped to form the nucleus 
of the Poetry Section of the General T#ibrnry and it is called the 
“Tagore Library” after the Poet Rabindranath Tagore. A gJff 
made bv Mr. Alladi Ki-isbnaswami Ayyar belned to form the* 
nucleus of the History Section of the Class Library, and it is' 
called the “Kellet Library” after the late Professor F. W. Kejlett 
of the Madras Christian College. *

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8 . Scholarships , — 

i. The Boohili Scholarship . — This scholarship was founded 
by Dewan Baluidiir Dr. V. Varghese in the year 1926 in memory 
of his son Boohili who died in February 1926. It is of the 
annual value of Rs. 120. It is awarded either to a student of tlie 
Junior Inteimediate Class or to a student of tlie Junior B.A. 
Class. In the former case it is tenable for the four years of tlie 
Intermediate and B.A. Courses and in the latter for the two 
years of the B.A. Course provided the conduct and progress of the 
scholar are satisfactory. If for any leason the scliolarship is 
forfeited by its holder il hecorhes available for award to ii.iiotlier 
student before the end of four or two yeai-s as the case may be. 

ii. Class Scholarships . — 

(1) Three scholarships of the respective values of Rs. 120, 

Rs. 100 and Rs. 80 will be awarded in the Junior 
Intermediate (dass on the basis of the results of a 
competitive examination to be lield for the purpose. 
These scholarships are tenable for two years provided 
the conduct and progress of the holders are satis- 
factory. 

(2) In the Senior Intermediate Class a scholarship of 

Rs. 40 will be awarded to the student who takes the 
first place in the preceding annual examination in 
English. Anotlier scholarsliip of the value of Rs. 20 
will be awarded to the student wiio takes the llrst 
place in the preceding annual ex»amination in 
Malayalam and a scholarship of Rs. 10 will be 
awai'ded to the students who take the first place 
in the preceding annual examination in each of the 
Optional Subjects. These scholarsliips are tenable 
only for a year. 

(7) In the Junior B.A. Class a scholarship of the value of 
the annual class fee will be awarded to a student who 
^ook a First Class in the preceding Intermediate 
Examination and who judged by the marks of that 
examination is considered to be the best in the Class. 
This scholarship is tenable only for a year. 

(4) A few scholar.liips of the annual value of Rs. 56 will 
be awarded in the Junior B.A. Class to those students 
who have taken u First Class in the Intermediate 
Examination. These scholarships will be continued 
for two years provided the conduct and progress of 
the holders are satisfactory.

1. General — Origin and Previonn History . — This institution 
was eat«ablished as a school in 1857 under tlie charge of tho 
Brothers of St. JoseplPs Society. In 1882, the management Was 
undertaken by the Foreign Mission Society, Paris. In 1924 the 
College was transferred to the new building in which it is nt 
present housed, and affiliation was granted in Mathematics, 
Physics and Chemistry of the Intermediate course.

— The St. Berch- 
niun’s Higli School, Cheiiganacherry, owes its existence to tho 
Kt. Uev. Dr. Charles Lavinge, S.J., who was Vicar Apostolic of 
Kottayam Dom 1887 to 1896. It was started in 1891 as a High 
School with Matriculation and Pre-Matriculation classes and 
with a strength of forty pupils on the rolls. Other classes were 
yearly opened and the strength gradually increased until in 
1896 the school became a fully equipped English High School. 

His Lordship severed his connection with the diocese 
in 1896. Thereupon Dr. Mathew Makil took up the nianagement 
and did his utmost to bring the school upto the level of efficiency 
required by the Government's grant-in-Aid Code, and later on 
under the regime of His Lordship lit. Kev. Dr. Thomas Kuriala- 
cherry the school was raised to a College. 


In May 1922 application was made to the Univei1,ity of

(34) Ernakttlam, Maharaja’s College. 

1. General — Origin and Previous History . — In the year 1845, 
during the administration of Diwan Sankara Warriar, an Eng- 
lish School of the Elementary Grade was started at Brnakulam. 
It is this school that has subsequently developed •into the Maha- 
raja’s College, Ernaj^ulam. In the year 1865, the school was 
placed under the care of a European Headmaster and it soon 
rose in numbers and In standard, fintil, In 1868, students were 
(Irst presented* for the Matrieulatioii Examination- In 1370 « 
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large and commodious building was erected by the Sirkar for the 
school under the personal supervision of Mr. A. F. Sealy, M.A, 
the first Principal of the College and the school was shifted to 
that building. Tn 1875 the students were first sent up for the 
P.A. Examination. A large additional building was constructed 
and occupied in 1899. A new wing for the Physics laboratory 
and the subjects classes was completed and occupied in 1921. 
In January 1926 the Golden Jubilee of the College was celebrated 
and in that year the College was raised to First Grade. 

2. Miwagcnirnt . — The institution is a State College, managed 
directly by the Cochin Government. The general administmtion 
of the College is vested in the principal wiib is assisted by the 
College Council, subject to the general direction and con- 
trol of the Government. 

3. Fiwanrc.— -With the raising of the College to the 
First Grade a sum of Rs. 1,26,000 has been spent to- 
wards the capital expenditure for the equipment of the College, 
under ''Furniture and apparatus including Library" and a sum 
of Rs. 16,500 is sanctioned every year towards the recurring 
charges under the above head- The average net* receipts and 
expenditure of the College are about Rs. 54,300 and Rs. 1,04,000 
every year. 

There is also a State Provident Fund to which the mem- 
bers of the staff are at full liberty to subscribe. They have to con- 
tribute monthly one anna per rupee of salary and the Govm n- 
ment pays compound interest for the same. 

4. Buildings , — There are at pre.sent two storied buildings to 
the College with an extension to one of tlie buildings. The ac- 
commodation of the College was improved in 1925 by the removal 
of the High School classes from the soutliern building. 

5. Hostels . — There are at present two hostels attached to the 
College" under Government management, one for Cosmopolitan 
and the other for Christians, accommodating about 72 and 36 
boarders respectively. There are also four lodges, approved by 
the Government. The Principal is the Warden of both the 
Hostels. Two members of the staff are respectively tlie superin- 
tendents, and there is a full time manager for each hostel.

TJie total 
number of volumes in t)ie library is about 13,000.

(36) Hyderabad, Nizam College. 

1. General — Origin and Previous History , — In June 

the Hyderabad College was abolished and its classes were added 
to the Madrasa-i-Aliya, a School founded* by the first Sir Sahir 
Jung for the sons of the nobles and chief officials. The combined 
institutions are known as the Nizam College. 

2. Management . — The Management of the College is en- 

trusted to a Board of Governors of which the Principal is the 
Ex-Officio Secretary. The Board consists of a President and 
five Members; the Educational Member is Ex-Officio President, 
and the Educational Secretary and the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion are Ex-Officio Members. • 

S. Finance — Capital Endowment . — This Is a Government 
College and all the capital expenditim'e such as Buildings, Furni- 
tipre, Fixture, 'Fittings, Laboratory equipment, an^ Scientific 
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apparatus, and also all olhor expenditure of a recurring or non- 
recurring nature is paid by the Government out of the general 
revenues of the State. 

Beceipts,— AW receipts from fees are paid into the Central 
Treasury and are credited to Government. 

Provident Fund,— Thave is a State Life Insurance and 2 
per cent, of the salary is compulsorily deducted as the monthly 
premium. 

4. Buildinfjs.—Tho College Is located in a Bungalow which 
was formerly the dwelling house of one of the nojiles of Hydera- 
bad. A new building on modern lines lias been constructed for 
the Science DoiAirrment. 

5. Hostclfi, — There is a hostel attached to the College with 
accommodation for forty students — the charges being approxi- 
mately Rs. 20 per mensem.. 

6. Courses of f^tudicfi. — The College is at present affiliated In 
Group A* and B of tiie Intermediate course, in Groups fi), (ivl 
and (v) of the B.A. Degree Pass Course, in Branches i, li and iii 
of the B.Sc. Degree Pass Course, and also in Branch III (Hislory 
only) of the B.A. Honours Course. 

*In Mathematics, Physics, and Chemistry under Group A 
of Part III and all the subjects under Group B. 

Affiliation in B.Sc. in 1921, B.A. Honours 1923, and in other 
subjects from the establishment of the College. 

Instruction is normally offered in Urdu. Telugu, Kana- 
rese and Maratlii in Part IT and in Arabic, Persian and Sans- 
krit in Part III of the Intermediate and the B.A. Degree Pass 
couT'ses. 

7. Llhrar]}. — The Librni’y contains about 18,000 volumes. 
The annual grant for its maintenance is Rs. 4,000. 

8. — Tlieve are Government bur- 
saries to the value of Rs. 120 per mensem confined to the sub- 
jects of the Nizam. There are al.so Hodson and Sfurge Scholar- 
ships to the aggregate value of Rs. 80 per mgnsera given by the 
Government in memory of the late Principals, TIodson and 
Sturge, and Science Scliolarships of tlio value of Rs. 40 per men- 
sem for the B.Sc. students only. 

The Giiokhale Scliolarship of Rs. 30 per mensem is awarded 
annually to the studeni standing first in the School Final Exami- 
nation to enable him to continue his studies at the College.

^the results of the College and the University Examinations,

1. General — Origin and Previous History. — The Kumbakonam 
College, which is a Government institution was originally estaty 
lished as a provincial school on October 19, 1854. There was 
no class above the Matriculation standard till 1864, when an 
F.A, class was opened. The school was raised to a College in 
1867, but two years were needed to work up to students being 
sent up for the B.A. Degree Examination for the first time in 
February 1869. By 1872 the school-house had been taken over 
by Government, and the new buildings were completed by the 
end of 1875. In 1880, Philosophy classes were started for the 
B.A. standard. The high school classes attached to the College 
ceased to exist on March 31, 1881. In 1885 the sanction of the 
Secretary of State was accorded for the reorganisation of the 
College so as to enable it to give instruction in aH the optional 
subjects of the new Arts curriculum. Biology excepted. In 1909 
the Intermediate classes in Physics and Chemistry were started. 
In 1913, the new English lecture rooms and the Physics block 
were completed. In 1918 a separate block was built for Chemis- 
try. 

As early as 1882 a committee was established to consider 
the erection of a boarding house, but the buildings were only 
completed in 1905 at a cost of Rs. 61,000 raised hy public sub- 
scription in memory of the Jubilee of the late Queen-Empress 
Victoria.

The 
iibrajy catalogue (author-war) brought up to the end of Decem- 
ber 1327 and a supplemental catalogue brought up to the end of 
jl328 (December) were published during the year. 

8. Lndowmmits, l::icliolar ships, Prizes etc . — The following 
prizes and scholarships are awarded at the College: — 

(1) The Muppunar and Beauchamp Prizes . — These were 
originally given in the form of gold medals but, after the re- 
vision of the B.A. curriculum in 1885, the two endowments were 
ainalgamuted and the aggregate interest thereon provides a 
prize in English and in each of the subjects Mathematics, Phy- 
sical Science, Mental and Moral Science and History. 

(2) Four Subrahmanyam scholarships, two of the ap- 
proximate value of Kb. 70-12-0 a year, tenable in the B.A. 
classes, and two of the value of Its. 62-12-0 a year, tenable in. the 
intermediate classes, one in each class awarded to poor and 
deserving students on the results of an open competitive exa- 
mination conducted by the Ihincipal and the College lecturers. 

(3) The Edward Bird Scholarship of Rs. 16-8-0 per term, 
given to a student who stands highest in the Interipgdiate Exa- 
mination in Arts who is not a Government scholarship holder 
and who bears a good character. 

(4) The Morris medal and prize, of the value of 
Rs. 54-13-8, awarded annually. 

(5) A scholarship of the annual value of Rs. 90 called 
the K. Ranganatha Rao .scholarship awarded to a poor and de- 
serving student who joins the Kumbakonam College for the 
B.A.—pass course— in Group (i) or (ii-A). 

(6) The Sundararama Ayyar’s prize of the yearly value 
of not less than Rs. 50 to be awarded to that student of the 
Kumbakonam College who shall secure the largest number of 
marks in General Indian History and Elements of Economics of 
Group (v-B) in the B.A. Desiree Examination and shall Quallfjr 
{or tbf degree in the same year. 
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(7) Tlio Cliittoor Ayyaswami Ayyar scholarship of the 
yearly value of Rs. 110 to be awarded in the first instance to a 
poor and deserving student who takes up Group (ii-A) in the 
Junior B.A. Class or failing which to a student in Group (i), the 
scholarship to be continued in the Senior B.A. Class also. 

(8) The Sir A. Seshayya Sastri Medal to be annually 
awarded to that student of the Government College, KumbakO' 
nam, who secures the highest number of marks in Mathematics 
in the University examination from among those of the College 
students in Gr. (i) who pass in the Intermediate examination 
in both parts. 

(9) In addition to these, a number of scholarships are 
awarded by the Government and the ‘Old Boys Association' ol 
this College to deserving and poor students.

1. Crvneml, — This institution is maintained by the Rishl 
Valley Trust. This grew out of the School originally founded by 
Mr. 0. L. Sarma in 1888. It was first affiliated to the Interme- 
diate standard of the Madras University in 1915 and later to the 
B.A. standard in 1926. It was for three years in the jurisdiction 
ot the Andhra University but is now re-affiliated to the Madras 
University. The College is situated in a healthy locality and has 
the unique advantage of a salubrious climate. The highest mean 
temperature in summer is 85° F and the lowest in winter is 65°. 

2. Management — The Supreme Governing Body Is the^Rlshi 
Valley Trust, but ^.lie direct management is in the hands of a 
special governing body on which the staff is represented. There 
is also a College Council consisting of all the members of the 
teaching staff.

— The Madura 
College has grown out. of the Governiuent Zilla School started 
and managed by tlie Madias Govei-nment. The original Second- 
ary Scbnol was raised to a College and was run as a Govern- 
ment College till January 1st, 1889, when the Government sought 
to abolish the institution altogether. The Native High School 
Committee off^ed to take up the management of the College at 
the reciuest of some of the leading citizens of the district. The 
Government consented and transferred the management to the 
committee. The name of the institution was thereafter changed 
to “The Madura Native College”. In 190.5 the Committee was 
incorporated under the name of “The Madura College Board" 
and the name of the institution was also cjianged into “The 
Madura College”. The College was second grade till July 1925, 
when it was raised to the first grade. 

2. Management . — The College and its properties belong to a 
Society called the Madura College Board. The Management of 
the College is vested in a committee of ten members of which 
the Principal is an Ex-OfTicio member. Discipline and internal 
management are entirely in the hands of the Principal. 


3. Hostel . — There is a spacious and commodious Hostel at- 
tached to the College in which there is residential accommoda- 
tion for seventy students.

offers instruction in Tamil, Sanskrit and Urdu under Part II, and 
in Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, Natural Science, Ancient 
History, Modern History, Indian HiStory and Logic under 
Part HI.

1. General. — Origin* avd Previous History. — St. Ann’s High 
School was affiliated to the University of Madras as a Second 
Grade College, on March 4th, 1921. The Intermediate Classes 
were opened on July 2nd. 1921, with 24 students on the rolls. 
Tliree years later, oft January 28th. 1924. Government were 
pleased to sanction the further affiliation of the institution as a 
First Grade College. The Junior B.A. Class was opened on July 
2nd, 1924. 

As the name under which the College was started was 
found to create confusion owing to the establishments connected 
with St. Ann’s Convent, it was deemed expedient to re-christen 
the College. The approbation of the. University for the new* 
name of “St. Agnes College” was obtained on February 19th, 
1924. ' . 


2. Management . — The College is conducted by the Institute 
of the “Apostolic Cai’mel”, a Teaching Order, founded at Bayonne 
(France) in 1868, by an English lady. Rev. Mother Veronica of 
Jesus; nt*e Sopliie Leeves. 

The Apostolic Carn^el has been incorporated imdpr the 
Indian Act XXI of I860’. * 

The general woTking of the College as a place of educa- 
tion is in the hands of a Governing Body. The members of this 
body aie appointed by the Superior General of the Apostolic 
Carmel and her Council, and any vacancy in the membership is 
filled up by the same authority. The reaching Staff is repre- 
sented on the Governing Body by four members. 

3. Finance. — Grants-in-aid from Government and fees from 
students, supplemented by contributions from the Institute, form 

the chief sources of income.

4. Buildings . — The building is airy and spacious, situated 
rising ground with a view both extensive and beautiful on all 
sides of it, in a very healthy locality.

1. General . — The College classes were at Negapatam from 
January 1883 to December 1895, and were tiansferied to Manniir- 
gudi in January 1898. Previous to its affiliation as a Second 
Grade College, the institution had a long history as a liigii 
School. In January 1900, its name was clianged from the 
AVesleyun Mission College to the Findlay College, in commemo- 
ration, of its first Principal, the Rev. W. H. Findlay, M.A. The 
College was affiliated in Gr. V-A. (History and Economics) of 
the B.A. Degree Course in 1914 and raised to tlie first-grade, but 

the B.A. classes will be closed in 1932.

1. General — Origin and Previous History. — This institution 
Was started in 1866 as a rate school. In 1871 it wus taken over 
by the Local Fund Board. At the beginning of 1888, the High 
School was raised to the rank of a Secondary Grade College and 
affiliated to the Madras University under the management of 
the Municipal Council, Government undertaking to bear the net 
cost of the College department . In 1890, the Municipal Council 
resolved to work this institution on the Salary Grant System 
from April 1891, which arrangement was duly sanctioned by 
Government. In 1905, the Government declaring the College to 
be self-supporting, discontinued the sajary grant and left the 
College to its own resources. 

2. Management — Under G.O. No. 109, Home Education, flated 
January 24, 1918, the institution was taken over under direct 
departmental control with effect from 1st April 1919. Under 
G.O. No. 933, Law Education, dated 4th June 1925, the College 
was raised to the First Grade with effect from 1st July 1925.

1. Origin and Previous History :— Tht Institution was established 
in 1861 as an Anglo-Vernacular School for imparting higher Kduca- 
tlon on a non-Sectarian basis. Within a few years the Institu- 
tion became the most popular of its’k'nd in the District. In 1867 
students for the first time were sent up for the Matriculation 
Examination, In 1878 the Institution was affiliated to the Madras 
University as a second grade College, In 1924 the College was 
raised to the First grade and affiliation was granted in Group IV — A. 
History and Economics. And two years later the College became 
affiliated in Group 1 also. 

2. Management , — The College and its properties are in the 
hands of the Tinnevelly Educational Society registered under 
Act XXI of 1860 of the Governor-General of India in Council. 
The entire management of the College is vested in/a Committee 
of seven Members. Six of them are being elected for a term of 
two years by the Members of the Educational Society. The 
Principal is an Ex-Officio Member of the Committee. Discipline 
and internal management are in the hands of the Principal. 

3. Finance , — ^Besides the Fee-income, the Colleger depends on 
the Fund* contributed by the Educational Society for its main- 
tenance. There is a Provident Fuvd for the benefit of the mem- 
bers of the teaching and clerical staff of the College. 

4. Buildings , — The oldest^^building is a two-storied one con- 
taining two halls and two lecture Booms on the first floo"*. 
T)ier« ^ shady pp^n yaxandab on the Ner^berii side which is 
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used as a student's Reading Room. There is a room for the 
Lecturers with a TilTin room attached to it. The College 
Library is accommodated in ono of the Halls. The rooms on 
the ground floor are used mainly for ofRce purposes. The main 
College building is on the northern side of this building. It is 
also a two-storied building with a number of lecture halls, on 
the first floor. The ground-floor accommodates the Physics and 
Chemistry Laboratories. There are two lecture halls also; one 
for the Chemistry and the other for Physics. Besides these, 
there is a preparation room attached to the Chemistry Labo- 
ratory.

(48) Triohinopoly, Bishop Heber College.. 


1. General- Origin, Freinous History and Management ,— \vl 
the year 1762 a number of schools were i%Dunded in Trichinopoly 
by the Rev. C. F. Schwartz with the pcnorous assistance of II. H. 
the Nawab of Carnatic. These schools were vested In the 
Society for the Promotion of Christian knowledge and were sub- 
sequently handed over to tlie Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel in 1825. In 1850 a superior school was founded at Tennur 
to which the smaller schools were affiliated. In 1864 It was* 
transferred to the Fort and raised to a high school in the same 
year. In 1873 it was enlarged and raised to a second-grade CoL 
lege, and in 1883 to a first-grade College. 


2. Hostel.— There Is accommotfatlon for Hindu and Muham- 
l^dan 3tu4eats iu the College premtoe^ and a large hostel baa 
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also been built for them in the play-grounds which adjoin the 
College. 

At a little distance from the College there is a hostel for 
Christian students which bears the name of Bishop Montgomery 
and is intended principally for members of the Anglican branch 
of the Catholic Church. 


A third hostel, the Caldwell Hostel, is intended for Hindu 
students, with accommodation for about fifty.

(49) Triohi nopoly, National College. 

1. General — Origin and Previous History : — The National 
College, Trichinopoly, lias grown out of ihh National High School, 
started in 188G by Messrs. G. Sesh a ^Iyengar and P. G. Suhdara 
Sastri. In 1892, the Founders handed over the charge of the 
High School to a Council consisting of some of the most influ- 
ential citizens of the district, with h view to placing it on a firm 
and permanent basis. The present premises were acquired in 
1894 and 1899. The High School was "very popular, and was 
raised in 1919 to the status of a College, owing mainly to the 
exertions of the late Mr. T. V. Seshagiri Ayyar. 

2. Management , — ^The management of the College Is vested in 
a Governing Council registered In 1J109 under tjie Charitable 
Societies' Act and .consisting at present of 52 members. 
The actual administration is entrusted to a Managing>Committee 
of 15 members elected by the Cotincil, the Principal being a 
member ex-officio. 
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3. Fimmce , — The College has an endowed capital of above 
one lakh of l upees most of which is invested as a Fixed Deposit 
in the Trichinopoly District Urban Bank, Ltd. It has also landed 
property of an annual income of about Ks. 450. 

Tlie College contributes to the Provident Fund at the rate 
of half an anna per rupee, and the Fund is invested in the Post 
Office Savings Bank as per Government Rules. 

4. The main building of tlie College was origin- 
ally built for the High School in 1004. There are two other 
buildings, called after Lord Ampthil and the Late Diwaii Baha- 
dur Pethachi Chettiar respectively. 

5. HotVicli.-— The College Hostel is on the College grounds, 
and accoimnodates 78 members. Students who live outside are 
also admitted into the mess. The PrincipiU is the Warden, who 
nominates a member of the staff to maXiage the Hostel as Hono- 
rary Superintendent. Arrangements are made every year for 
the periodical inspection of the non-resident siu/lents* lodgings 
by the members of the staff. A special feature of the institution 
IS the maintenance of a few free boarders supported by the 
cJiaritable bequest of the late Kaniyur Kristina Ayyar. 


6, Courses of Studies . — (a) The College was affiliated to the 
University of Madras in March 1919, in Group (iii) of the Inter- 
mediate Course, with Sanskrit, Tamil and Malayalam as the 
selected languages. It was further alliliated in April 1924, In 
Groups IV, V-A and V-B of the B.A. Degree Course. The College 
started Mathematics and Physics under the remodelled Inter- 
mediate Course in 1927-28, and in April 1928, it was formerly 
alliliated in those subjects. The College was alliliated in Inter- 
mediate Chemistry in May 1930.

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7. Library. — The Collog:e Library, which is called after the 
donor, the late Dlwan Bahadur PetJiachi Chettiar, contains an ex- 
cellent collection of books on the subjects it teaches, and special 
pains are taken to keep it up to-date. The total outlay on books 
so far has exceeded Its. 18,000. There is also a special collection 
of books on History and Economics, presented by Mr. C. V. 
Vijayaraj;havachariar, and called the “Professor K. Sundararama 
Iyer Library”. 

There are, in addition to the General Library, special 
class libraries in Eiif?lish, History. Philosophy and the Languages, 
under the charf^e of the respective hcnids of departments. 

The College has an excellent Readin/? Room stockf^ 
with Indian and P'oreign periodicals, to which the students have 
free access. 

8. Kndowmcnts, ^rholarsihipfi, etc. — There are the following 
endowed scljolaiships in the College.

(a) Diwan Bahadur Ramaswami Chettiar Scholarships: — 

Two full free scholarships are awarded each year, 
one tenable in the Intermediate Classes and the other in the 
B.A. Classes. The Ilon’ble Raja Sir Annamalai Chettiar nomi- 
nates the scholars each year.

Two full scholai’ships, one to an Intermediate student, 
the other to a B.A. student. 

(c) Kovalaigiidi Rangasvrami Iyengar Scholarship: — 

Value, Rs. 72 a year. The scholar is nominated*by the 
representative of the donor's family. 

(d) Vasudeva Scholarshij):- -Value, Rs. 30 a year. 

Several scholarships and fee-concessions are also 
awarded by the College to poor and deserving students and to 
members of the backward classes and communities. 

9. Miscellamcous. — Tlie College makes adoQuate provision for 
the following games viz.. Football, HocTcey, Tennis, Badminton, 
Basket-Ball, .and Volley-Ball. It also sends up teams for all im- 
portant District and Presidency Tournaments. 

The College has a Platoon of 40 students on the U.T.C.. 
the 16th Platoon, “D” Comiwiny. The Platoon is •divided into two 
sections, the ‘Trainetf Men' and ‘The Recruits'. Vacancies caused 
by the outgoing students are eve^y year filled uif by recruitgi

1. General . — In 1889 Bishop A(lol])hus E. Modlycot, tho first 
Vicar Apostolic of Tritditir, oponod tlie St. Ththnas Boarding 
School and his succoSsor and first Indian Bishop Trichur, 
Dr. John Menachony made it a coiiiiplete High School in 1904. 
Trfehur being a* progressive educational centre, tho need for a 

Z— 
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College wai5 keenly felt and early in 1919 Bishop Menacherry 
undertook to raise the High School to a College. In 1925 Mon- 
Bignor Francis Vazha.pilly, the present Bishop of Trichur, got 
the institution affiliated as a First Grade College. 

2. Management , — The College is owned and maintained by 

the Syrian Catholic Diocese of Trichnr and its management Is 
therefore vested primarily in the Bishop. His Lordship invari- 
ably appoints one of his clergy as the Official Manager with 
powers to make all appointments and administer tlie finances of 
the College. In 1025 a Managing Committee was constituted 
with the Bishop as President, the Manager as Secretary, the 
Principal and the Senior Lecturer as cx-officio members, with 
two of the former Managers of the College as additional mem- 
bers. I 

3. Finance. — The properties and other resources of the 
Diocese are guarantee for the maintenance and stability of the 
institution. The initial outlay and all the recurring expendi- 
tures on buildings and equipments have been met from the 
general funds of the Diocese. The Cochin Government grants 
occasional subsldie.s, especially for the Science Lafooratories. No 
Provident Fund has yet been started for the benefit of the ctaff. 

4. Accommodation , — The main block of buildings for the use 
of the College was erected in 1918 at a cost of Rs. 75,000 and a 
further sum of about Rs. 25,000 was expended in 1925 and sub- 
sequent years for providing additional accommodation. 

5. Hostels . — There is a Boarding House for unmarried Catho- 
lic students in St. Mary's Thope with about 20 acres of grounds, 
and premises have already been secured near the College for 
separate Christian and Hindu Hostels at a total cost of 
Rs. 20,000. The majority of the students requiring hostel ’accom- 
modation are for the present living in rented cottages and houses 
under'^the control and supervision of the Principal and other 
members of the staff. 

6. Conrses of Studies.— (a) The College was first affiliated 
as a Seconti Grade College in 1919 in Group (iii) of the Inter- 
mediate course and Group (i) (Mathematics, Physics and 
Chemistry) was added in 1922,. In 1925 the College was fur-. 
ther affiliated in Groups v-A & B of the old B.A, Degree course, 
Group (i) (Mathematics) being finally started in June 1926.

7. lAhrary , — There are 5,500 yolumes in the Library, of 
which 2,500 are on English Language and Literature, 1,500 on 
History and Economics, 750 on Mathematics and Sciences, 600 on 
Indian Languages and 150 on miscellaneous subjects. The total 
expenditure on Library books till July 1929 is approximately 
Rs. 25,000. 

8. Scholarships, etc , — In each of the four classes the 
Management grants four half fee concessions and these are sup- 
plemented by State scholarships and stipends, which last year 
were awarded^ to as many as 56 students of tho College. The 
greater number of these scholarships invariably go to BtudentB 
of the backward and depressed classes. About a dozen medals 
and as many pi izes are annually awarded to the most deserving 
students and the necessary funds are contributed by benefactors 
and the Management.

(53) Trivandrnm, H. H. The Maharaja’s OollejKe 
for Women, 


1. General — Origin and Previous History , — This institution 
originally a school for Christian girls, was taken over, reorga- 
nised and opened to all castes by the Travancore Government In 
1864, from which date it was known as the Sirkar Girls' School. 
It was recognised as a High School by the University of Madras 
in 1800. In 1805 it was reorganised with an increased staff under 
the nani(j of H. H. the Maharaja's High School for Girls, and on 
the institution being ainiiated as a Second Grade College in Janu- 
ary 1897, the designation was changed to H. H. the Maharaja's 
ColP^ge for Girls. Training classes for teachers were opened in 
January 1004, and continued to be attached to the College till 
the end of 1920, when they were separated from the College and 
accommodated in a building of their own. In June 1921 the 
High School was also separated from the College, and now the 
College works alone under its new name, H. H. the Maharaja's 
College for Women. I'lie juesent buildings were occui)ied in 
June 1923. The College was raised to the First Crude from the 
beginning of the academic year 1928-1929. 


2. Management . — The College is under the management of 
the Government of Travancore. The administration of the 
College is vested in the Principal who works in conjunction 
with a College Council and the whole is subject to the control of 
the Director. 


^.Finance . — The College is maintained by the Government 
of Travancore. The members of the Staff are borne on the pen* 
sionable establishment. 


4 . Buildings . — The clas.ses are held in five separate buildings 
which provide 35 sepamte rooms (including a College Hall and 
reading lounge) for iJass purposes and laboratories, 2 office 
rooms, 2 halls tor Tdbrary and 7 retiring and common room.s for 
teachers. There are also separate buildings for tiffin, etc. The 
College stands on a ground of about 15 acres. 


5. Hostels . — The College Hostel was opened in June 1921 and 
it provides accommodation for 30 students. The Principal is the 
Warden. It has a Matron and 2 resident tutors who are mem- 
bers of the College. There is a Medical Olflcer attached to the 
Hostel. Accommodation is also provided for the residence of 
the students in this College* in the Y.W.C.A. Hostel, S. N. V. 
Sadanam Hindu Vanitha Sangara Hostel end tbo Holy An^^s’ 
Convent Hostel, Trtvandrum.

faculty op agriculture. 

(55) Agricultural College. Coimbatore. 

1. General — Origin and Previous Hustory. — The Agricultural 
College at Coimbatore is tlie successor of the old School of Agri- 
culture which was attached to tlie Kxperi mental Farm at Saidapet 
in 1876. By the opening of that school Madras led the way in 
the inauguration of Agricultural Education which luis since 
been followed by other Provinces. Several changes weie made 
in the Saidapet College, notably in 1886 v/hen the Madras 
Technical Education Sclieme c/ime into force, and again in 189e 
when teaching was confined to the course leading to the Diploma 
in Agriculture and the Director of Agriculture was given some 
voice in the managenumt which iiad p;(‘viously be*'ii in the 
Imnds of the Director of Public Instruction. Prom 1902-1901 tJie 
whole future of Agricultural Education was considered in detail 
and it was decided to found an institution wa^rthy of the pro- 
minent place Madras had always taken in this cause. Coimbatore 
was chosen as the site and the foundation-stone of 
the present College was laid in 1906 by Ilfs Excellency Sir 
Arthur Lawley who afterwards opened the building on July 14, 
1909, one year after the first batch of students Iiad been admitted. 

2. Buildings, Hostels, etc, — The College is a residential insti- 
tution, all students being required to live in the Hostel. It is 
very well equipped with class-rooms, laboratories and library and 
po.ssesses a farm of iibout 500 acres on which pi'actical instruction 
is given. The courses, which have been varied to some extent 
in past years, have now been ari*anged as given below in view 
of the recent alllliation of the College to the Madias University 
and the institution of the University Degree of B.Sc. in Agri- 
culture. 

3. Courses of •^tudy. — The course extends over a period of 
three years and leads up to the Degree of Bachelor of Science 
(Agriculture) of the Madras University. Candidates shall have 
pa.sse^ completely the Intermediate Examination in Arts and 
Science of the Uhiversity of Madras and have qualifted in 
Group I or II of Part II under the Old Hogubtions or in Group 
A of Part III under the New Regulations^ in (1) Chemistry, (2) 
Physics and (3) Mathematics or Natural Science or the Inte- 
mediate Examination in Aits and Science of the Andhra Univer- 
sity and have qualified under Groups A and C of Part III of the 
Revised Regulations of that Universitj^ in three out of the fol- 
lowing four subjects (1) Chemistry, (2) Physics, (3) Matlie- 
matics or Natural Science and (4) Agriculture, or shall 
passed an examination of some other University accepted by tlie 
Syndicate of the Madras University as equivalent thereto. The 
last date for the receiiit of entrance applications.is June 15, and 
students assemble on»July 1. 

• 4. Endoww^ents, Scholarships, ?ris:es, etc, — Six scholarships 

pf the v^lue of Rs. 25 per mensem are offered by Government 
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to students entering the Degree Course and these are awarded 
as follows: — (1) Two scholarships to students from the Depressed 
classes (2) one scholarship to a deserving Muhammadan student, 
(3) two scholarships to poor and deserving students, irrespec- 
tive of the community to which they belong, provided that they 
come from families actually engaged in Agriculture, (4) one 
scholarship to the best student of the first year class, the 
scholarship being given at the commencement of his second 
year. A private scholarship, ‘The Peiitland Scholarship of Uie 
value of Rs. 110 per year, tenable for up to three years, may be 
awaided to a first year student from Britisli Malabar of decided 
ability, especially if he requires ilnancial assistance.

yACULTY OP TEACHING. 

(86) TriYandrum, Training College. 

1. General — Origin and Previous Historj/.-^-Tlio Government 
Normal School, Trivandrum, was founded in the year, 3895. 
Teachers who had passed the Matriculutjon, F.A, or Vernacular 
Examinations were trained in this institution till May 1911. 

The Graduate teachers of the State were till then trained in 
the Teachers* College, Saidapet. The* Government resolved to 
convert the ^Normal School for male teachers at Trivandrum into 
a Teachers** College. On 19th June 1911, the Training Colles^ 
was opened and the Old Normal School ceased to exist. From 
that date Graduates and Undergraduates are being trained in 
this institution. 

The College has attached to it a Model SchoRl containing 
iStesses from 1* to 4 and from the Preparatory Class to .VI Form.

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2. Management , — The administration of the College Is vested 
in the Principal under the general control of the Director of 
public Instruction and the Government of Travancore. 

3. Finance inchidinO capital endowment, other items of 
receipt, etc., Prmndent Fund , — The institution is maintained 
by the Government of Travancore. 

4. Buildings . — The College building is a T shaped two 

storeyed structure in which the College classes, the Offices, the 
Tdbrary, the Educational Bureau and Museum and the Model 
School classes are housed. , 

5. Hostels . — The Training College Hostel is maintained by 
Government. It accommodates 32 students. The Principal of 
the Training College is its Warden (Ex-Officio). There Is a 
Deputy Warden in charge of the institution who Is a member 
of the College staff. 

Accommodation is also provided for Christian men students 
in the L.M.S. Hostel and St. George’s Hostel maintained by 
private agencies. Women students can find accommodation in 
the Holy Angels Convent and in the Y.W.C.A., Trivandrum. 

6. Courses of studies . — The College affords instruction and 
practical training to Graduate and Undergraduate teachers 
selected by the Director of Public Instruction from Depart- 
mental and aided schools of the State. Seven Graduate students 
from the Cochin State are also admitted every year. 


Graduates are prepared for the L.T. Degree Examination 
of the Madras University. Undergraduates, in which class are 
incliid.?d those who have passed the Intermediate Examina- 
tion of the Madras University or the Secoildary School Leav- 
ing Certificate Examination of the Madras Government or of a 
Native State of Southern India, who are eligible for service na 
teachers in the State, are trained as teachers for the Third 
Form Middle Schools of Travancore. 

Graduates and Undergraduates undergo training for one 

year.

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7. Library . — The Library containB 9,92S books of educa^ 
tlonal and general interest. The students and staff of the Col- 
lege have the use of the Educational Bureau and Museum of 
which the Principal is Ex-Officio the Head. It has a Librariaii 
who is a B.A., L.T. It contains over 15,000 books which are 
lent to bona fide teachers in the State. 

8. Endowments . — The Shashtyabdapurthi Gold Medal found- 
ed in honour of the 60th Birthday of H. H. the late Maharaja 
of Trawincore is given every year to the student of the College 
who obtains the highest number of marks in the L.T. examina- 
tion.

FACULTY OF LAW. 

(57) Trivandrum, Maharaja’s Law College. 

1. (Jrui r({I ■ -Origin, IVt Llou.s lllulory ivnd Management — In 
1804 the Tiivaiuiruiu Law Class, which was opened in 1875 and 
affiliatedMo the Univci sity, A\as raised to the status of a College. 
It is iaUuided to afford instruction to students preparing for the 
M.L. and 13.L. Degree Examinations of the Madras University 
and the Pleader Blip, Civil and Criminal Special Tests, and such 
other examinations in Law as have been or may hereafter be 
instituted by the Travancore Government, In June, 1902, the 
old rules regulaliiig tlie, constitution and working of the Law 
College were revised by His Highness the Maharaja's Govern- 
ment by which the general management of the College was vested 
in the Ihincijiul subject to the control of the Dewan, the 
Law College Council beiiig^ thus abolished. In January 1909, a 
slight modilication was made by placing the Law College under 
tli^e Director of Public Instruction. This arrangement was 
subsequently altered when in April 1910, it was finally placed 
under tfie control of the High Court . The Law College, it may 
be noted, is the pnly self-supporting educational institution In 
Travancore. 'i'he rules of the Madras Lawi College have, with 
yery slight alterations, been adopted in the institution. The 
curriculum for B.L. students is that laid iowft by tilljie 
sity regulations. 


FACULTY OP LAW. 
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2. Hostel . — Attached to the College la a caste Hindu Vegeta- 
rian Hostel which was opened with effect from Agust 17, 1919. 
The Hostel finds accommodation for fifty students. The members 
share the actual boarding expenses among themselves rateably. 
An Elective Lecturer is also the warden of the hostel.

ORIENTAL TITLES INSTITUTIONS. 

(1) Jambukeswaram (Tiruvanaikoil). Sri Jagadgortt 
Vidhyaathanam. 

This institution owes its existence to His Holiness the Sri 
Jagadguru Sankaraciia.riya Swamigal of Kaniakoti Peetam, 
whose iieadquarters is at Kunibakonam. When His Holiness 
came io Trichiiiopoly in 1923 for the purpose of celebrating 
the Tliutanka IhatliisJita of Sri Akliilandeswari at Jambu- 
keswararn, the idea struck His Holiness tliat Jambukeswaram 
was a very proper centre for oriental leaining. He therefore 
started this institution. At first only two classes were begun: 
.Vedanta Class and Vedadhyayana Class. The institution has 
been growing ever since. Two other branches of oriental learn- 
ing were also gradually added to the college: Jyotisha and 
.Vyakarana. Four students who began their study in the 
Vedanta Class have completed their courses and have gone out 
of the college. One of tliem, Bramahsri Subrahmanya Sastrigal 
is enqiloyed in the Annamalai University as Lecturer in Sans- 
krit. Others arc employed elsewhere, 

The college is now affiliated to the University of Madras 
in Adwaita Vedanta and Jyotisha Branches of the Siromani 
Examination, and there is facility for taking up Post Siromani 
Course also. 

Instruction, 

Instruction is free, and a scholarship of Rs. 15 per mensem 
is given to each student reading in the Vedanhi Class besides 
free (luarteis. Students undergoing instruction in other branches 
are lodged, clothed and boarded free. The college has got a 
very good library. The lecturers and other staff are also -given- 
free quarters. The college is now housed in the palatial Mutt 
Of His JHLoliriess at Jambukeswaram. The expenses for the run- 
ning of the institution are borne entirely by l;Iis Holiness.

1. Origin and Previou.^ Hifttory . — The institution was founded 
on the 10th of June 1917, thanks to the untiring enerpry and 
disinterested earnestness of Mr. S. V. Ramainurthy, T.C.S., the 
late Sub-Divisional Oflicer of Shermadevi, to v/liose efforts the 
institution owes its present position. At the he| 2 :inninR it was 
under the manap:ement of the Shermadevi Taluk Board, the 
public of Kallidaikuruchi helping the Board with decent contri- 
butions. Findinp: it impossible to meet tlie expenses of the 
College, the Board refused to maintain the institution. So on 
the 1st of May 1919, a committee of nine members, mostly belong- 
ing to the village of Kallidaikuruchi, took up the management 
of the College. Consequent uiion the refusal of the Board the 
College was named “The V. D. S. Sanskrit College” which, under 
the Board's management, went by the name of ‘TJie Board Sans- 
krit College.* 

2. Puildin ^. — The College is now situated in a terraced build- 
ing built of stone on the right bank of the river Thamraparnl 
opposite to the bathing gliat at Ambasamiidram. The building 
with its site is with the nmhajanas of Kallidaikuruchi and is 
given free for Sanskrit learning. The site of the building is 
bounded on the south and west by paddy fields, by a mango 
grove on the east and the river on the noith. 


3. Education.— rha College imparts TnsTruction in the higher 
branches of Sanskrit learning, viz., in Veda and VyaTcafnna; 
Branches i and iv, Mimamsa and Vyakarana of the Siromani 
Course of examination for Oriental Titles have been approved 
by the University of Madras in November 1919. The present 
strength of the College is about forty-eight made up of 7 in the 
College. 15 in the High School, and 25 in the Hlementfrx The 
novel feature of the college is that education is free— not to 
speak of free boarding and lodging. 

4. P(xtrding.~-Aho\it three students are free boarders and a 
building has been rented for their lodging. 

5. Scholarships . — Government award scholarships annually 

to deserving students as judged by the results of the annual 
examination according to the following scale, viz., Rs. 10 in the 

fourth year class, Rs. 9 In the thirtl year class, Rs. 8 In the 

second year cla.ss, Rs. 7 in the ilrst year class, and Rs. 2 and 

Rs. 3 in the High School department. One Scholarship of 5 

Is given to a student of college' class from the management. 

Library . — ^There Is a library consisting qf various sections 
containing in all ft24 volumes, which is evei’y year growing in 
size. Attached to the College yiere is a debating society by 
•name ‘Sfimskrutha Vanl Samvardhlm Sabha’ for the pupils 
VWck iipida it roeetlngft twice In a njontb. The ^bha Is 
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supplied with journals and dailies in Sanskrit and Tamil main- 
tained out o^ subscriptions from the staff and students. 


7. Finance , — The College is financed both by the Managing 
Committee and the Government. The main portion is contri- 
buted by the Correspondent.

This institution came into existence on the advice of the late 
veiy much revered Srimat Bhuvanendra Thirtha Swami of 
Kasi Mutt and was made possible by the liberal endowments left 
by Kiikkundur Anantha Padmn<nabha Kamath for spreading:: 
J^cjnskrit Education in Karkal. Tn its infancy, the School could 
boast of having produced famous Pandits and Astrologers, but 
subsequently owing to the inroad of Western thoughts and ideas. 
t!ie irnTinitance of Sanskrit Education was not so deeply felt and 
the institution diagged on a slumbering existence for some more 
years. Lately, with the change in the methods of teaching as 
v/ell as in the subjects taught, by which Hnglish and other sub- 
jects were introduced in the syllabus, the School has been once 
ugain established on modern lines and this useful combination 
of East-^um and Westej-n methods of teaching continues to a 
source attraction and utility. 

With the institution of the Oriental Title Examinations of 
the IMadras University, the School has attained a still higher 
staMis iuid classes \vei*e gradually opened for the instj'uction of 
in iiighei’ Sanskrit Studies. 

Tlie Mahavidyalaya is at present located in the commodious 
Hall erected in the spacious grounds of Sri Srinivasa Aslirain, 
Karkal, The Ooll^^ge students reside in the Ashmra itself, where 
their boaiding and lodging arrangements are carefully looked 
'after by the Superintendent of the Ashram. Great stress is laid 
on the daily duties of the Brahmacharies in the Ashram and in 
this lespect the Ancient Hindu Ideal is followed with advantage. 
The management of the Vidyalaya vests in M.R.Ry. K. Subraya 
Kamath Avh, the son of the original donor. Mr. K. V. Kaniatli. 
B.A (Hons.) is the Ag. Honorary Principal and Correspondent 
of the institution. 

Attached to the College there is aa Ayurvedic Dispensary 
under an able physlclan-well-versed in the Ayurvedic system of 
Medicine. The Preparation Department of the Ayurvedic Dis- 
pensary provides facilities for the practical training of such 
boys as would like to take up the subject of Ayurvedu which 
has been introduced in the College cuPriculuin. Spinning and 
tailoring have been introduced and weaving, carpentry and 
smithy will be introduced as funds permit. The vast plots in 
front and behind the College hall have been levelled down for 
Agricultural and Horticultural purposes. Instruction in these 
branches is. also imparted. Typewriting also has been Introduced. 
The Ideal before the management is to train up boys to grftw 
spiritually, morally, physically and intellectually strong and to 
help them to carve out Independent and honourable career for 
themselves. 

The College is at present approved by the tJniverslty of 
•Madras for • the Sahitya, Jyotisha and Ayurveda Siromanl 
branches. Education has been made free in all classes. *

(4) Kurnool, Madrasa Islamiah Arabic College. 

I. (a) Historical Account : — This wa^ founded by local 
generous men in the year 1§87 with the object of providing ele- 
mentary education to the Kurnool Muslim bovgi. It was con- 
verted into an advanced Arabic Madmsa in 1393 ‘through the 
efforts of the late Moulana Sultai\ Ahmed of Rawalpindi, It 
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flourished as a seat of learning for the Andhra Districts, but 
owing to diverse calamities and specially the floods of 1916 
many plots of endowed property were rendered useless, the 
building of the institution erected by the generous gift of the 
late Nazir Akber Sahib was totally washed away and the insti- 
tution was practically ruined. About 1918 a wholesale reorga- 
nisation was effected. Now the institution owes its existence to 
tlie sincere efforts of the present Principal Moulana Moulvi 
Mohamed Umar Sahib Bahadur, who secured a good financial 
help from outside and raised the Madrasa to the status of a 
College for Arabic and Persian. 

(b) Management:— It is managed by Anjuman-i-Islamiah 
Kinnool, registered under Act XXI of 1860. The maximum 
number of the life trustees of the Anjuman does not exceed 30.

6-4-u 
per mensem have been instituted tor the benelit or tne orpiian 
students or the college by Janau Jamal Monaiiuued Sanib Baha- 
dur. fcjo me total number of scliolarsnips now is 8 of the value of 
Ks. 6-4*-U each per month the total sum of whicn Ks. 50 per 
iiiontn is paid to the College from the Trust of the late JanaD 
Moniddin fcJahib Bahadur. 

HI. (Joames of The College was recognised at 

first by M^adras University ini 1922 and was conducting Muii.shi-r 
Fazil Classes according to Madras University but in the year 
1926 with the inaifguratioii of Andhra University it was auto- 
matically transferred to the new Andhra University; and now 
that the Ceded Districts have been detached from the Andhra 
University and reattached to tne Madras University, the insti- 
tution is recognised by the Madras University. Afzal-ul-Ulama 
and Munshi-M'azil Classes have been recognised by the Registrar, 
University of Madras m his letters Nos. 56888, dated 12 — 12 — 1929, 
and 14514 , dated 8—7—1930, respectively. Two and four 
students passed the Munshi Kamil Preliminary and Final Bxig 
mmation, respectively held in March 1931. Four students 
passed the Munshi-i-Fazil Preliminary Examination held in 
March 1931. In addition to this two classes h^^ve been opened 
which prepare studdhts for the Munslii-i-Fazil Course. These 
are named preparatory classes an<4 they have been recognised 
b^ the Direator of Public Instruction, Madras, in his Proceedings 
Pis. No. 646128, dated 28—1—1928. 
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The course of studies for the Oriental Title Examiaations 
(Afzal-ul-Ulama and Munshi-Fazil) shall extend over four years. 
Tlie examination for Oriental Title (Afzal-ul-Ulama and Munshi- 
i-Fazil) divided into two parts namely Preliminary and Final, 
the Ih eiimiMary Examination in a specified portion of the course 
at the end of the second year and the Final in the remaining 
portion of the course at the end of the fourth year. 

IV. Library : — The College Library consists of more than 
2,000 volumes of valuable books in Arabic^ Persian, Urdu and 
English. It gets many library magazines and weeklies. Recently 
the Government have sanctioned a grant of Rs. 2,500 for the 
purchase of the books of the value of Rs. 5,000. 

V. BuiUling ^': — The institution at present has a building 
with live rooms and one hall to which there is an addition of 
thatched roof building. The new building with 23 big, spacious 
and airy rooms is under construction. It will be completed 
before the end of the ohicial year. This new building is built 
at the cost of nearly Rs. 40,000. As soom as the new building 
is ready the whole institution will be removed to the new' 
premises. 


VI. Htrtngth, Beale of Fecti and Hostel : — No fee is levied 
and instruction is imparted free to all the students irrespective 
of their conditions and classes. The college has a Hostel 
attached. There is free boarding and lodging also.

Iloa ble Mr. V. Krislmaswami Aiyar, B.A., B.L., C.S.I., wdio was 
for some time ^ Judge of the High Court of Judicature at Madras 
and latei’ a member of the Executive Council of His Excellency 
Liie Governor ot Madras. 

The institution imparts instruction in tlie higher branciies of 
SansivriL learning, Veda and Vedanta and 15 approved by ilic 
University of Madras in Branches, 1, 11 and V, (Mimamsa, 
Vedanta Advaita and Sahitya) of the Siroihani Course of the 
examinations for Oriental Titles. 

Students receiving instruction m the institution number 
thirty-three and no fee is levied from them. 

Tlie management of the institution is in the hands of a Com- 
mittee consisting of five members. Sir P. S. Sivaswam^ Aiyar, 
B.A., 13.L., K.C.S.L, C.I.E., being the President.

Tliis Institutiott was founded in the year 1905, by the Hon’ble 
V. Krishnaswami Ayyar. C.S.I., who was a Member of Council 
of the Government of Madras, with the object of helping the 
spread of knowledge and practice of the science of Ayurveda, 
the ancient system of Medicine of this country. The Institution 
is managed by a Board of Trustees of five members constituted 
under a Trust Deed executed by the Founder. He endowed the 
Dispensary and the School with a sum of Rupees Twenty-fiv**) 
Thousand and provided jDesides buildings Tor the same, and 
Physician’s quarters at a co"st of Rupees twenty thousand. Later 
Mr. Serukulathur Radhakrishna Ayyar known as N. R. Ayyar 
of Calcutta, gave a munificient donation of Rupees ten thousand 
with which quarters for the accommodation of the students of the 
school vrere built and named after the donor. 

2. Witli effect from Ist July 1926. the School was affiliated to 
the Madras University in Branch VTI, Ayurveda Siromani 
group. 

The students receive free instruction. English, Modern 
Physiology and Anatornv are also taught. They are paid a 
monthly stipend of Rs. 14 each and are accommodated in the 
quarters provided for the purpose. The School has a library 
which contains 442 hooks mainlv Sanskrit on Medicine The 
canitnl of the Dispensarv and tho School combined stands at 
Rs. 72.000. It is invested on first mortgage of immovable 
properties.

This institution was started in September 1915. under a 
Scheme sanctioned by the High Court of Judicature, Madras, in 
their order dated 30th April 1915 on appeal suit No, 31 of 1912. 
The object of the institution is in the words of the Scheme '‘to 
impart instruction in Religion, Sanskrit and Tamil”. It is main- 
tained from an annual contribution of Rs. 12,000 from the 
Rameswaram Devast anam revenues, and its general manage- 
ment and supervision is vested in the Rameswaram Devastunam 
Committee. There is an Advisory Committee of three eminent 
Scholars appointed by the Sub-Court of Rumnad to guide and to 
see to the proper working of the Patasala. 

This institution is conducted by a staff of efficient Pandits 
with a Master of Arts as Principal. It has been approved by 
the University of Madras as qualified to impart instruction in 
Branch IV — Vyakarana, Branch V — Sahitya and Vidvan — Tamil 
and Sanskrit. Agreeably to the Scheme it is conducted in the 
residential system — the students being given free boarding and 
lodging. Veda classes also are held from private contributions, 
and special attention is given to religious observances. 

lAhrary : — There are at present 1,465 printed books and 
manuscripts in the library, to which additions are being made 
every year. ^ 

TAterary Association . — There is a students* association known 
as Sat Sabha, where specialists are invited now and then to 
deliver lectures on Vedic and classical subjects.

This institution owes Its existence to Us present Principal, 
Mr. Punnaseri Nambi Nilakandha Sarma, who established it in 
3889. From 1905-1906 it received a grant Its. J30 per annupi 
from the Government. In 1910 it was the Model Sanskrit 
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Scliool of Malabar. It was approved by the University of Madras 
in the Vidvan Sanskrit and Malayalam course in 1911 and 
Malayalam and Sanskrit Course in 1922. Branch V of the 
Siromani course was added in 1918 and approved in 1920. The 
new Branches Jyotisha and Ayurveda of the Siromani course 
were added and approved in 1926. The original grant of Rs. 130 
has since been raised to Rs. 3,036. The College is conducted by 
a Committee named Saraswathodyothi Samajam and is open to 
all irrespective of caste or creed. Mr. P. N. Nilakandha Sarma, 
the Principal, is the Secretary to the said Samajam.

This institution was founded by tlie Late Hon’ble Mr. Justice 
I'. R. Sundara Aiyar with the object of providin^^ education in 
Sanskrit to the people of Puthncode and the adjoining villages, 
and it was approved by the Univ'ersity of Mudras in 1911. A 
spacious building w'as erected for the College in 1914. In 
1919 recognition was granted by the University for preparing 
students for tlie Nyaya, Vyakarana, and Sahitya Siroinani Exami- 
nations. Free education Is given to the students. Sports and 
games also are provided for in the extensive grounds of the 
College.

The Sanskrit College, Sriperumbudur. 

1. This institution was founded in the year 1890 by one 
Sriman Bellainkonda Kaghavacharlu, and it was recognised as a 
school by the Director of Public Instruction, Madras, in the year 
1891. As the very name of the institution signifies, it was 
founded with a view to the advancement of Learning through the 
two channels provided for the purpose, namely, first, the know- 
ledge of the Sanskrit Vedanta and second, that of the Tamil 
Vedanta or Dravidopaiiishad as it is called. The essence of the 
Sanskrit Vedanta Philosophy being altogether inaccessible to the 
mass, its spirit was revealed and communicated to the world 
through the medium of Tamil by the );iunt intellects wlio 
flourished in South India in the course of the last fifty centuries 
and more at a time when the centre of civilization in India 
drifted its course from the north to the south. The great 
Satagopa Mnni or Nammalwar, as he is known in Tamil, saw the 
light of Alwar^Tirunagari, Tinnevelly Disti'ict, fifty centuries 
back and sang the whole Veda in Tamil, the Tiruvaimoli bomg 
the very essence of tlie Sam Veda. It is evident the founder of 
the Institution aimed at nothing but the propagation of sound 
education by providing means for allround cnltuie at a place 
of liistoric interest, the birth-place of the World-Educator, Sri 
Ramanuja, whose ardent followers sh( w in their lives the com- 
bination of rai’est virtues reduced into practice and built on the 
firm foundation of plain living and high thinking. 

2. This institution imparts instruction in the higher brandies 
of Sanskrit learning. At present the;.'^ are three courses, one 
for Nyaya, another for Vyakarunat, and the other for Vedanta. 

> A post-graduate course in Nyaya has since been opened. 
There are also classes which prei>are .students for the collegiate 
coui'se with suitable provision for Sanskiit studies and general 
subjects besides classes for Prabandham. 

There is a Literary Society in which the students and Pan 
dits freely take part very often; it goes by the name of “Vidya- 
Vilasini Sabha.” 

3. This College has been ai)proved by the University of Madras 
to impart instruction in Nyaya and Vyakarana of the Sii-omani 
Course of the examination for Orienlaf Titles. This year 2 stu- 
dents were presented for Vyakarana Siromani Final Examination 
and both of them got through the Examination, and 1 out of 3 in 
Nyaya Siromani Final. 

4. The College is provided with a fine building located a.t 
Moolumantapa Street, Sriperumbudur, with the Jemples and 
I^bar Jeer Mattam on the norther*^ side and the paddy fields on 
the Southern sfde, 
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The late M.R.Ry. Singam Chetty Yatheendrulu Chetty Garu 
had provided the institution with suitable buildings both for the 
College and the Hostel attached to it. 

He had also provided in his will for payment of Rs. 1,000 per 
annum for the upkeep of the institution. The present Trustees 
contribute Rs. 12-8-0 per mensem to maintain one student in the 
Hostel. 

5. Besides free instruction, provision is made for free board- 
ing for 10 students and free lodging for an equal number. About 
8 students are given monthly stipends from the College Funds 
and there are 2 scholarships from the Government of Rs. 20. 

The Managing Committee of the Sri Venkateswara Hostel. 
Triplicane, have instituted a monthly scholarship of Rs. 10 tenable 
for 10 months to a Siromani student and Rs. 25 per annum 
for the purchase of Books for Prize to the best student in the 
name of their founder Rao Bahadur V. Ranganadham Chetty 
Garu. 

6. The library consists of more than 872 volumes of valu- 
able standard works in Sanskrit, Telugu and Tamil. 

7. The management of the institution is in the hands of a 
Committee consisting of ten members, Rao Bahadur V. Ranga- 
nadham Chetty Garu, being the Correspondent and Secretary. 

8. The College has a capital of Rs. 23,000 invested in Gov- 
ernment Pro-notes including the late Maharaja of Bibilli's dona- 
tion of Rupees ten thousand. The expenses of the College are met 
from the interest on G. P. Notes and from annual donations and 
subscriptions collected from benevolent charities and private 
gentlemen. The annual grant given by the Government at pre- 
sent Is Rs. 1,420.

(13) Tirupati, S. Y. S. College. 

Origin and Short Ifi.stori /: — This institution was founded 
•in the year 1894 by tbe His Holine.ss Sreo Miiluinth Bliagavari 
Dos.s.iee Varu, the then Vicliaranakiirtlia of TirumaJai Tfhiiiati, 
etc., De.vastanaius, Tirupati. It was at first called ‘"Grant Duff's 
Sanskrit College" presumably in honour of His Excellency tlie 
Right Hon’ble Sir M. PL Gnint Duff, G.C.I.E., Governor of Fort 
Saint George, who visited Tirupati at that time. Afterw^ards it 
ca.me to be called "Sree Venkateswara Sanskrit College, being 
maintained out of Devastanam Funds and managed by the 
Vicharanakartha of Tirumalai Tirupati, etc., Devasthanams. 

In 1920 the approval of the University of Madras was ob- 
tained by His Holiness Sree Mahant Puayaga Dossji Va.ru, the 
present Vicharanakaitha, in all the branches, and liberal pro- 
vision was made for making the College an ideal one, imparting 
instruction for the Oriental Titles Examinations. This institu- 
tion was under the Andlira University ever since the passing of 
the Andhra University Act, and has now been reaffiliated to 
the Madras University from July 1930. The approval for the 
Ayurvedic branch, whiclt was working all these yearn preparing 
sti*dents for th^ Vldvan Course, has been granted this year for 
poaching up ‘students for Ayurveda Siromani Cour^ 
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Mmiagrmrnt : — This institution is managed by His Holiness 
Sree Mahanth Prayaga Dossji Vani. Vicharanakartha of Tiru- 
malai Tiriipati, etc., Devastanams, Tirupati, who manages the 
famous temples of Tij*upati. 

Finance : — This institution, together with the two English 
High Schools at Tirupati and Vellore, is placed on a permanent 
basis by an Act of the Madras Legislature called “The Tirupati 
Devastanams Act IV of 1914“. So all tlie expenditure relating 
to this institution including stipends of the students is met by 
the Devastanams from the Budget allotments made for it year 
after year, from the Temple funds. 

Accommodation : — The College is located in the precincts of 
a spacious temple with a number of well ventilated rooms all 
round where necessary accommodation for the students has been 
conveniently provided for. There is also a spacious, well lighted 
and ventilated hall for purposes of reference and consultation 
of Library books. 

Hostel : — Besides free instruction, now all the students are 
giveiji decent stipends towards boarding. 

Lihrary : — The Library consists of more than 2000 volumes 
of valuable Sanskrit books, besides many in English, and fresh 
additions are being made year after year. 

In, struct ion : — TJie classes now actually working in the ap- 
ju’oved branches, besides the classes which prepai;e students for 
the collegiate course including Ayurveda., with the best provi- 
sion for both Sanskrit and general subjects, and those for 
Vedic and Ayuivedic study and Prabhandam are: —

(H) Tiruvadi, The Raja’s CoHege for Sanskrit 
and Tamil Studies. 

This institution is at present under the management of The 
district Board, Tanjore, maintained from the endowments under 
Chatram Funds. It had its origin in the several Patasalas and 
Vedic classes that opce lay scattered in the vitatram at Oratta- 
nad, Nidamungalam, Rajamadai^ Miniisal and* Vilangulam. 
lihese were established by the bweyolent Rajas of Tanjorei 
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chiefly in memory of the several pious Kanees of the family and 
were in existence for a long time where pupils belonging to 
poor families were fed, clothed, and educated gratuitously in ac- 
cordance with the ancient ideals and traditions regarding 
Annadana and Vidyadana. 

In the year 1877 these institutions were consolidated into 
and it was located at Orattaiiad. iIij* i-rcn iiUpaj'tant centre. 
Three years Juter, fur convenience sake, it was shifted to Tirii- 
vadi. Then the school was divided into four classes beginning 
with tJie mosr elementary one. Gradually it grew up into an 
advanced Sanskrit school and in the year 1910 a wholesale re- 
organisation was effected, by which the status of the institution 
was raised to that of an Oriental College. It is at present 
approved by the Madras University in Branches I (Mimamsa Siro- 
inani), 111 (Nyaya Siroinuni), IV (Vyakarana Siromani), V 
(Sahitya Siroiuani), Vidvan with Sanskrit and Tamil, the Vid- 
van course witli Tamil as principal and Sanskrit as subsidiary, 
and in the Tamil alone Vidvan. 

Ovei- and above these, the College provides for the two years 
course of studies for Certilicates of Proliciency in modern 
methods of study as applied to Oriental Learning in the optional 
group Indo-European Philology with specnal reference to Sans- 
krit. The institution is also approved for the following groups of 
ih’oficiency: — 

i. Litferary Criticism. 

ii. Indmn Philosophy in its relation to the Western 

Philosophy. 

V. Hindu Law and Jurisprudence.

Tl/ere is also a high school course of six years preparing 
Hi udents for the Government Sanskrit and the University Tamil 
Entrance Examinations. 

Tiie College is open to all caste Hindus. , 

At present there^ is provision for 160 free boarders and 
twenty free scholars. Paying students may be admitted to any 
number without over-crowding the classes. 

Attached to the College there is a free hostel and boarding 
house under the charge of a Boarding Superintendent. The 
^Sub-Assistant Surgeon of the Local Dispensary is 'looking after 
the health of the boarders and the san tation of the hostel. The 
college with the boarding house is situated in a palatial build- 
ing of its owm,^on the northern bank of the river Cauvery. 

Pupils admitted as free boarders and free scholars bind them- 
selves that under ordinary circumstances they wi}l continue their 
studies here till the^' appear for the Oriental Titles i^xaminatiou. 
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There is a library consisting of various sections containing in 
all 2,130 volumes which is every year growing to size, to meet 
the demands of a first-grade Oriental College. 

Attached to the College then^ are two Literary Societies, 
Vidyavikasin Sabha and Tamil invinavakazliagam and also a 
reading-room, supplied with the imi)ortant journals, periodicals, 
and dailies in Englisii, Sanskrit, Tamil, Malayalairl, and Kaiiarese 
maintained out of subscriptions from the students.

Z. A committee was formed in 1879 for the management of the 
institution which i-eached the standard of a College in the same 
year and its basis was widened much in ^he succeeding years 
when the wliolo Muslim Community realised its usefulness and 
necessity. The in.stitution became afterwards the most impor- 
tant centre of Arabic and Persian education in Southern India. 

3. The Madrasa is affiliated to the University in the Course 
of the Oriental Title Examinations of Afaul-ul-Uloma and Munshi-^ 
i-Fazil. 


4. The total number of working days during the academic 
year 17th March 1930 to 7th January'"1931 was 246. llie work- 
ing Hours being six.

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5. Forty-seven new students were admitted this year. 

6. The total strength of the college was 150 and the attend- 
ance of the Madrasa was 96 per cent. 

7. Two hostels In grand and spacious buildings are attached 
to the college the one and old one built with the college building 
itself and the other a new one constructed in memory of the 
late revered Pounder of the College In 1925 opened by His 
Excellency the Governor of Madras. 

8. 125 students can be accommodated in these two hostels. The 
Madrasa serves the students with meals three times a day free 
of charge. The Madrasa itself pays the expenses of the students 
for barber and washerman neither tuition fee is taken nor the 
lodging expenses. In addition to this, scholarships are also given 
to the students in higher classes. Such students this year were 
Twenty-four in number. A student also was sent with a special 
Scholarship of Rs. 25 per mensem for Medical Training in 
Thibbia College, Delhi. 

9. Arrangements are being made for Physic?Ll exercises. 

10. There were 2,800 books both Arabic and Persian in the 
Library last year and 80 books were introduced this year and 
now there were 2,880 books in all. 

The construction of a Library hall and an additional build- 
ing for the lodging of the students is under consideration. We 
also Intend to enlarge the library. 

11. There were four literary and debating societies. 

(1) Urdu, (2) Tamil, (3) Malayalam and (4) Arabic, and 
also there is a free reading room for the students. 

12. The examinations were held from the 22nd December 
1930. The students were promoted to higher class and rewards 
were awarded to those who obtained good marks. Thirty-two 
students completeo Moulvi Alim course and eleven students in 
Moulvi Fazil Course. 

13. Four student?i appeared for Afzul-ul-Ulama and five stu- 
dents for Mimshi-FaEil Examinations.

W/tr^rr«.s' it is expedient to amend Hiatt, Tit, U, Heel, VI. 
VI IT and IX, relating to Affiliated, Colonial, Indian, and Foreign 
Btudents, so as

That until December 1st, 1923, any person who, under any 
IMai.inc l>eci\M? vvidrh wes in r«)rf*(‘ oi* Oclober J(>, 1921, was 
entitled to claimfl.he status and privileges of a Colonial, Indian or 
Fojcign Junior Student, or of an Affiliated Junior Student from 
a University within the United Kingdom, be permitted to do .so, 
notwithstanding the provisions of Statute Tit. II. Sect. VI and 
Sect. VIII, 
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The Secretary to the Delegacy for Oriental Students at Oxford 
has asked that the attention of applicants for admission to Oxford 
should be drawn to the following: — 

Full particulars in the prescribed form are required and these 
must reach Oxford before the end of March in order to secure 
consideration for admission in October of the same year. 

On the 31st March the list of applications for consideration 
is closed, and it is from this list that Colleges and the Delegacy 
for Non-Collegiate students choose the Oriental Students whom 
they are prepared to take (other than probationers for Govern- 
ment services and Government Scholars). 

Late applications can be accepted only from men with high 
qualifications for research degrees. 

No application can be favourably considerefl that does not 
include all the information necessary to enable a decision to be 
made. 

The present Statutes give 

(a) Senior Standing only to those who have obtained a 
good degree with honours, to be approved by the 
Hebdomadal Council. 

(h) Junior Standing only to those who have obtained a 
B.A. 01 ' B.Sc. Degree approved by the Hebdo- 
madal Council, with the important proviso that no 
degree will be approved for this purpose which does 
not include the study of Hnglish and in addition, of 
two of the following languages, Latin, Greek, French, 
German, Sanskrit, Arabic, Persian, Pali, Classical 
Chinese, of which either Latin or Greek or French 
or Carman shall be one. 

Experience has shown that students from India rarely take 
these languages, and the results of the new Statutes will probably 
be that a large majority will have to pass Kesponsions or an 
equivalent examination. Even Junior Students must expect to 
stay for three years, because for every Final Honour School there 
is a preliminary which will take up all or almost all the first 
year. In this connection candidates for Jurisprudence should be 
c^i^fuHy warned that a previous knowledge of Latin is essential, 
as is French or German for all other Schools. 

In these cii‘cumstances applicants are, urged to pass some 
examination exempting then? from Kesponsions before they leave 
India. There are already iucilities for taking^ the Cambridge 
Senior Local Examination but in order to get exemption from 
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Responsions, the certificate taken must include two languages 
“with credit" (other than English) of which either Latin or 
Greek shall be one.

Special mention 
should be made of proficiency in games or other chai acteristics 
which will show his suitability for life at the University.

8. Financial guarantee from the applicant’s father or 
guardian of the luoner neoepsary foi- livijig in England. The mini- 
mum per annum ordinarily for a member of a College is f 350 
and for a Non-Collegiate student £30t» but at present prices 
students wojild be well advised to reckon on an expenditure of 
£ 400 and £350. It should also be stated whether the. mawey 
will be sent through the Delegacy for Oriental Students. Under 
the rules. Colleges and the Delegacy for Non-Collegiate Students 
have the ])ower of requiring that money be sent.in this way. 

^ 9. If the applicant for admissidh as a Non-Collegiate Student 
be under 21* years of age, the Delegacy requires from parent or 
^ardian written permission for him to live in lodgings.

Ti will be ser-n f]iat a m-aduafe of an Indian Universitv, 
under the new clause, will he eligible for exemption from Respon- 
sions. provided his eourse of study has included English and rwie 
Classical Oriental language. .A student so exempted will of 
course be reouired to lake the full three years* course loading to 
a Pass or Honours Degree at Oxford, unless his qualihcalions 
r.'n^tor him eligible for reeog!)iti''ui as a Junior or Stenior Ptiidcnt. 
in wh'ch ease, in addition to his exemption from Responsions ho 
would be entitled to exemption from the first year course. 

3. T am to say that the Higti CoTumissiouer is of oninion tha<' 
the exemption now granted, is one whieh will prove of real vnlim 
to Indian Students generally, and will tend to" remedy any hard- 
ship caused by the recent Statutes governing the grant of Senior 
or Junior Status. 

4. In this connection it may perhaps he pointed out that the 
grant of Junior Status, whilst seeurina ox^mption from P'^sponsions 
Is not always a desirable privilege in the case of Indian Student?,, 
seeing that they are then expectoj to take the First Public Exami- 
nation (Moderations) at the end of their first year, and their Final 
or Honour school at the" end of their second year, whilst as a 
general rul<^ it h. s been found that it is diffieull for a rrally cooj 
Dft*”-'^ee to he taken within that period. Senior StaUis, on the 
other hand, exempts both from Responsions and the First Public 
Examination, and is therefore a valuable urivilegc. 

5. It might also perhaps be pointed out that although to 
obtain the hew exemption nii^w notified, for the information of 
the Government of India, an Indian graduate need mot necessarfiy 
have taken a modern European Language, su^h graduates would 
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do well to bear in mind that a good knowledge of Latin or French 
is as a general rule necessary for the purpose of the particular 
school they desire to take at Oxford. 

6. I am to add that it is understood that a similar proposal 
in regard to the exemption of Indian graduates from the Oain- 
bridge. Previous will in the near future come forward for discus- 
sion and definite particular will be communicated as soon as a 
decision is reached.

I am directed to refer to my letter of the 6th November re- 
garding admissions to Oxford and Cambridge, and to say that 
the Delegates for Oriental Students at Oxford have recently had 
under consideration the new Statutes granting exemption from 
Responsions to students holding the Degree of B.A. or B.Sc., of 
an approved Indian University, if they have passed in one 
language. I am to say tlxat it was then noted that in cases where 
the one language required by the Statute has been offered, it is 
usually an Oriental language, and it was stated that many 
College^ as woll as the non-Collegiate body are most reluctant to 
admit students who do not possess a knowledge of Latin or 
Vrench. It was therefore considered advisable that the attention 
of the University ajid other authorities in India should be drawn 
to the fact that it will be difficult for Indian Students 
to obtain an offer of admission unless they can show this know- 
ledge of Latin or French, prefei-ably by passing the Oxford or 
Cambridge Local Sc*hool Certificate Examination,

ENDOWMENTS 


General 

I. The Maharajah of Travancore Curzon Prize 

This endowment, at pi'escnt consisting of Rs. 35,250 invested 
in Government securities, was founded by His Highness the Maha- 
rajah of Travancore in memory of the visit of Lord Curzon, 
Viceroy and Goveinor-General of India, to that State in November, 
1900, and to encourage post-graduate studies mainly in scientific 
subjects bearing on the material prosperity of India. It was 
accepted by the Senate at a meeting held on April 30, 1901. 

Terms of award: 

1. The prize shall be of the value of Rs. 500, to be awarded 
by the Syndicate for the best essay or thesis written by a graduate 
of the UniversEy on any nwtter comprised in the following 
subjects: — 

(a) Expeii mental Physics. 

(?G Mathematical Physics. 

(c) Chemistry — (i) Pure Chemistry; (it) Technological, 

Agricultural or Physiological Chemistry. 

(d) Biology.

2. The essay must be the result of the personal investiga- 
tions of its author, and must contain clear evidence of indepen- 
dent and original research. Essays or theses which consist only 
of criticisms, compiThtions, or the history of a. subject, unaccom-^ 
panied by the results of personal, Independent, original research 
will be ineligible for the prize. 

3. When two or more essays or theses written by graduates

matlog Fund, raised in honour of the great mathematician, S. Ramanujan, 
B.A., (Cantab), the first Indian F.R.S.,'v'ho was admitted to that 
Fellowship at the early age of thirty years. 

The endowment at present consists of Rs. 9,400 invested in 
3% per cent. Government Securities; the subscribers have wished 
to apply the interest to tlie award of a prize for mathematical 
study and research once in two years the value of the prize to 
be not less than Rs. 500.

The late Sir William Meyer left, by his will, a legacy of 
£3,000 to this IJnivei'si ty for the pioiijolion of the study of 
History and Economics. This endowment was accepted by tin? 
Senate at its meeting lield on IStli March 1926. 

The fund wliich Jit present consists of Rs. 58,600 -hais been 
invested in CJovernnient Seciudties. 

The Senate has resolved tiivit the fund be utilised as 
follows : — 

(.1) that a lectureship in alteinate years in History and 
in Economics called “The Sir William Meyer Lectuicship,” be 
establislT'd in the University;

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VIII. The Priiioipal Miller Lectureship. 

The Senate at its Meeting held on March 18, 1926, ^iccepted 
an endowment consisting of Government Piornissory Notes of 
the face value of Rs. 11,000 which was offered on January 13, 1926, 
in comniemojation of the auspicious biith*duy of the late Rev. 
Dr. William Miller, C.f.E., M.A., liUD., D.D., sometime Principal 
of the Madras Christian College and Vice-Ch,ancellor of the 
University of Madras in the year 1901, by Diwan Bahadur 
Sir R. Venkataratnam Nayudii, Kt., M.A., Vice-Cliancellor of the 
University of Madras, who was one of Dr. Miller's pupils, for 
the purpose of establishing a University Lectureship of the 
annual value of Rs. 350 to be known as “The Principal Miller 
Lectureship." 


The terms and conditions of the lectureship are as follows: — 

(1) The course of lectures which shall be not less than two 
in number shvill be delivered annually at Madras on a subject 
dealing with the exposition of the ‘Inner Meaning of Human 
Histoi'y as disclosing the on(‘ TiicreasMig PLirj)osc that runs 
thi*oiigh the Ages.* As circumstances ])ermit every tliird year 
the cour.u" of h‘ctiir<‘s shall be so a7‘rangf‘d as to sot forth the 
main theme witfi s{)Ociul refercmce to Indian History or Indian 
Culture. 

(2) The Lecturer shall be appointed every year by the 
flyndicute, eilfier by invitation or on application, six months in 
advaiK'.e of the date of the lectures. 

(3) The lectures shall be delivered at such times and 
places as the Syndicate may direct and shall be open not only to 
students and graduates of the University, but also to the general 
public. 

(4) The University may, At its discretion, print uiid pub- 
lish the* lectures of any year, and the lecturtM* shall permit the 
publication with a claim to a moiety of the in't proceeds, if any. 

* (5) Should, at any time, the Syndicate consider J^hat no 

applicant has sliov/n sufficient ability to justify the delivery of 
the lectinos in thvit particular year, the amount of interest 
accrued shall be added to the corpus of the Fund. 


(6) The Syndicate shall have power to levise the above 
rules from time to- time in consonance with the object of the 
Endowment.

Alladi Krislinaswanii Ayyar Avl., B.A., B.L., M.L.C., Advocate- 
Geneml, Madias, for the purpose of establishing a UttivefSity 
Lectureship to be sty^^d as “SUNDARAM AYYAR— KRISHNA- 
SWAMl AYYAR LECTURESHIP” accepted by tli^i Syndicate 
at i^s meeting held on the 6th July 1929, and reported to tbe 
Senate on October 18, 1929. 
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The endowment consists of 5 per cent. Government Bonds 
(1939-44) of the face value of Rs. 3,400. and is instituted in 
memory of the late ITon’hle Mr. Justice P. R. Siitidaram Ayyar and 
the late Hon’ble Mi-. V. Krishnasv\ami Ayyar. (sometime Judge 
of the High Gourt and a member of th(i Executive Council of 
the Government of Madras), two distiiiguislied fawyers of Madras, 
who were themselves life long friends and with whom it was the 
founder's privilege to be closely associutcd in tlie early years of 
his profession. 

The terms and conditions of the IxT-tureship are as follows: — 

(1) Tiie hjctuie or the lectuies shall be arranged to be 
delivered every alternate year. 

(2) The subject of the lectures shall be one relating to 
(u) Public Inlernational l^aw, or (b) Inter-State rela- 
tions of Indian Stut^\s, and British Indian Provinces, or 
(c) Comparative Legislation. 

(3) The subject as well as the lecturer shr}ll be selected by 
a ('ommittee consisting of (a) the Advocate-General 
for the time being, (b) a. member selected by the Board 
of Studies in Law and (f') a lawyer selected by the 
executive conmiiUee of the Indian Advocates Associa- 
tion, Madras.

This endowm'ent Weas offered by the. ITon’ble Mr. Ik Ihaina- 
rayaningar, M.A., on the occasioi\ of the laying of the founda- 
tion stone of the new University buildings by His Excellency 
l.ord Hardinge, Viceroy and Governor-General of India, on 
November 25, 1913, and was accepted by the Senate at its meeting 
held on March 21, 19H. 

The fund at present consists of Us 11,800 invested in Govern- 
ment securities, to he devoted preferafny to the encounigement 
of scientific publications in Telugu, and forms pai t of the Univer- 
sity Expanjjion Fund. 


♦The Syndicate has resolved for the future guidance of the 
Board that in accordance with the terms of the endowment the 
subject selected for toe prize should be such as Vould constitute a 
definite part or section of one of tlie positive sciences in order to 
sfcure, in .course of timei the publication of a set of science 
Jtfanuals in Telugir, 
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The Syndicate has resolved to utilize the fund as follows: — 

(1) The income to the extent of Rs. 600 from the endow- 
ment will be applied biennially towards the object in view. 

(2) The subject of the work for which an award will be 
made will bo announced eif^hteon months in advance by the 
Syndicate on tlie recommendation of the Board of Studies in 
Telugu. 

(2) An award from the income of the fund will be made 
by the Syndicate on the report of — 

(a) two members of the Board of Studios in Tolucrii 
nominated by the Board and api)Oinled by ttir Svndicalo; 

(h) an expert on the subject n)attor of the woiic for 
which the award is to be made, nominated by the Bojird a.nd 
approved by llic Syndicate. 

Ordinarily, the award will consist of the interest accumulated 
for the two years, as remuneration for the labour involved and 
as a subsidy towards the cost of ])iiblication. 

(4) Should, however, the Board of Studies in 1’clusu 
consider that no work submitted to it deserves the award, the 
Syndicate may invite works on the same subjeet in tlu‘ very next 
year p:iving ten months* notice In advance and make the award 
subject to the conditions specified.

SCHOLARSHIPS 
I. The Governor’s Scholarship 

This rndowmpnt which at present consists of Rs. 11,300 ii- 
vostod in (.Jnv ei jiinent securities was founded on May 23, 1SG<^, 
by the Rijdit TIon'hle Francis Napier, Baron Naiiier, Kt,, Governrir 
of Fort S'. George. It is of the pi’csent monthly value of Its. 30, 
and is tenable f»r three years. 

By the terms of the deed of endowment (given in the Univer- 
sity Calendar for 1880-81, page 156), the scholarship is for tha 
support of a student in Arts, who must have been born in the 
city or collectorate of Madras. 

The scholarship is awarded to the candidate who stands first 
among those who pass the Intermediate Examination in Arts in 
the first class, for the i>urpose of enabling him to read for the 
B. A. Degree Examination or the B. A. (Honours) Degree 
Examination. • 

In th.o ease of a scholarship-hokb'r who has selected the B A. 
course, tlie scholarship shall cease at the end of two yeaa‘s unless 
he passes the B. A. Degree Examination at the end of two years' 
course and continues to study for the purpose of appearing for 
the B. A, (Honours) Degree Examination under Regulation 10 of 
Chapter XXXVIT. 

The Syndicate may declare that the holder of the scholarsliip 
has forfeited it for any misconduct which it may consider suffi- 
cient cause fur such forfeiture, and there shall be no appeal from 
the decision of the Syndicate. 

• In the case of the death of any holder of the scholarship, or 
in the event of the scholarship being vacated or forfeiteTl by the 
b.nider for any caiis^e wluitsocv'M-, the Syndicate shall he at liberty 
either to appoint another scholar of the same standing, or to add 
the unexpended amount to the corpus of the fund. 

At the expiration of every six years from the date of founda- 
tion the Syndicate may make new regulations v/ith respect to the 
srholaiship, but the Syndicate has no power to divide it, or to 
reduce its amount.

n. The Johnston of Carnsalloch Scholarship 

A scholarship wa.s founded on May 6, 1872, by Patrick Francis 
Campbell- Johnston, Esq., of Carnsalloch, Dmnfrie.'?. Scotland, in 
fulfilment of the intention of his father, the late Bir Alexando.^ 
Johnston. 

The income is derived from the proceeds of certain land ani 
huildin^?.s near the town of Madura, known as the ‘Tamkuin,* of 
which Sir AJ.oxander Johnston claimed to bo the propri^^tor. 

By the terms of the deed of endowment whicli of 
consist.^ of Rs. 12,2f)0 invested in Covernment secuidtios (given in 
the University Calendar for 1880-81, iKoge 171>, the scholarship is 
awarded to a matriculated student, being a native of the district o^ 
Madura, without re.spect to clns.s, caste, or religion, in accordance 
with rules framed by the University. 

As the Income of the endowment allows three scholarships 
being held simultaneously the following rules were framed by the 
Senate at its meeting on October 25, 1912: — 

(a) One scholarsbio shall be awarded aamiallv to Ihf' 
candidate who, being a native of the district of either Madura or 
Ramnad, stands highest in the first class at the Intermediate 
lExamination immediately preceding his election, and who eon* 
tlnues his studies in an affiliated collo*-®, p-ovided that such 
scholarship shall not bo held in conjunction with any other 
scholarships whatever. 

The scholar must engage to prosecute his studies un 
tu the ae‘gree of Bachelor of Arts or of Bachelor of Arts (Honours) 
in some College affiliated to the University of Madras. 

(c) The.ycliol.arship shall he tenable for three years, but 
shall cease at the end of two years in ihe case of a scholarship- 
holder who iias poloptcd the b.A. Cou>’se miles'^ h« passer, tho p.A. 
Degree Examination at the of the two years course and con- 
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tinues to »tudy for the purpose of appearing for the* B.A. 
(Honours) Degree Examination under Regulation 10 of Chapter 
XXXVII. 

(d) The monthly value of the scholarship is Rs, 24. 

(e) It shall be lawful for the Syndicate to declare that 
the liolder of the scholarship has forfeited it for any misconduct 
which it may consider a sufficient cause for such forfeiture, and 
there shall be no appeal from the decision of the Syndicate. 

(/) In the case of the deatli of any lioldei* of a scholarship 
or in the event of a scholarship being vacated or forfeited by th<3 
holder thereof from any cause whatever, the Syndicate shall be 
lit uhoriy either to ap]'Oiiit another scholar of the same standing 
or to add the unexpended amount to the corpus of the fund. 

(g) At the time of the examination, the age of the candi- 
date must not have exceeded nineteen years.

I. The y. Rama Ayyangar Scholarship 

This scholarship w.as founded by the late Mr. V. Rama 
Ayyangar, C.S.T., Dewan of Travancore, and was accepted by 
the Senate at a meeting held on October 25, 1883. 

The scholarship is of the value of Rs. 11 per mensem, being 
the interest on Rs. 4,350 invested in Government Securities, and 
is awarded to the pupil of Pachaiyuppa’s College who passe.s high- 
est in the Intermediate Examination in Arts and joins Pachai- 
yappa's College or the Presidency College to prosecute his studies 
for the B.A. Degree Examination or the BA. (Honours) Degree 
Examination in Physical or Natural Science. The scholarship is 
tenable for three years in the case of those who take an Honours 
Course, and for two years in the case of those who take an Ordi- 
nary Course. 

The Syndicate may declare that the holder ^f the scholarship 
has forfeited it for any misconduct which it may consider suffi- 
cient cause for such forfeiture, and there shall be no appeal from 
its decision. Any unexpended portion of the annual interest 
from the funded capital is added to the corpus of the fund. 

At the expiration of every six years from the date of founda- 
tion, the Syndicate may make new regulations with rt^spect to the 
scholarship, provided that they shall not divide it or reduce its 
amount or divert it to any purpose other than the encounigement 
of the study of science, or transfer it from tlie Presidency College.

A scholarship ws founded in memory of the late V. Rama 
Aiyan^:ar, C.S.I., Dewan of Travancore by his widow, Janaki 
Animal, under her will, dated October 1891, and was accepted by 
the Senate at a meeting held on November 6, 1898. 

The pndo\vment at present consists of R». 18,850 invested !n 
Oo^'^rnment Securities from KamalQmm.al,'^ daughter of the late 
V. Kama Aiyangar In accordance with the will of her mother. 

As the income of the endowment allows of three scholarships 
being held simultaneously, the following rules in connection with

SCHOLARSHIPS 

I. The Sir T. Muttuswami Aiyar Scholarship 

This scholarship, with an endowment which at present con- 
sists of Rs. 13.400 invested in Government securities was founded 
by Mr. T. M. Swaminatha Aiyar, B.A.. son of the late Sir T. 
Mutluiswami Aiyar, B.L., K.C.I.E., primarily for the encourage- 
ment of the study of Law. In its higher branches and especially 
of Hindu Law, and secondarily for the encouragement of the 
study of Physical and Natural Science. The endowment was ac- 
cepted by the Senate at n meeting held on August 30, 1899, and 
the following are the conditions of award: — 

The scholarship shall be designated the ‘Sir T. Muttuswami 
Aiyar Scliolarstiip’, and shall be awarded by the Syndicate 
biennially or wlienever a vacancy occurs. It stall be of the 
monthly value of Its. 35 and tenable for two years or for such 
shorter period as the Syndicate may deem necessary In the special 
circumstances of each case. 

Tiie scholarslilp shall, In the first instance, be awarded to a 
student in Law who, having passed the B.T^. Degree Examination 
in the University of Madras, wishes to continue his studies for the 
degree of Master of Laws in the same University; but if, on the 
occurrence of a vacancy, no student in Law shall apply for the 
scholarship it sliall be awarded to a student who having passed 
the Infci'incd'Mtc Examination in the University of Madras, wishes 
to continue his studies for the Bachelor of Arts {Honmrs) Degree 
in one of *he sub-divisions of branch ii or of Branch Hi. 


On the occurrence of a vacancy, applications for the scholar- 
ship shall be invited from students in Law in three successive 
issues oJ the Fort fit. George Gazette, and, if at the end of six 
weeks after the appearance of the first notification no application 
shall have been received from students in Law a new notification 
shall be inserted in the said Gazette inviting applications for the 
scholarship from students who wish to prosecute their studies for 
the B.A. (Honours) Degree In the aforesaid branches. 


The age of an applicant must not exceed 25 years on the Ist 
January, preceding the date of the notification. 

The scholarship may be declared by the Syndicate to be for- 
feited if the conduct or progress of the holder be unsatisfactoi^, 
or on account of his continued ill-health, or for any other reason 
which the Syndicate considers sufficient. There shall bp no 
appeal from such decision. 
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The holder of the scholarship must bind himself by written 
covenant— 

(1) to prosecute his studies for the examination of Master 
of Laws or Bachelor of Arts (Honours) , ns the case may be, in the 
University of Madras, and to appear for examination on the first 
occasion admissible under the regulations; 

(2) to place himself, for the direction and control of his 
studies, under the supervision of the Principal of the Mudras Law 
College in the case of a student in Law, or of the Principal of a 
first-grade College situated in the town of Madras in the case of a 
student reading for a degree in Arts; 

(3) not to hold any other scholarship in conjunction with 
this scholarship; 

(4) not to pursue any calling inconsistent with the prosecu- 
tion of his studies, nor to practise .as a pleader, nor to hold any 
salaried appointment during his tenure of the scholarship, 

provided t4i.at nothing contained in this covenant shall be 
taken to debar the holder, if a student in Law, from serving his 
term of apprenticeship or from being enrolled as a pleader during 
the tenure. 

The scholarship shall commence from the date on which the 
selected applicant reports himself to the Principal of the College 
under whose supervision he has to pursue his studies after execut- 
ing the above covenant. 

The Syndicate shall have power to make such changes In the 
conditipns of award as new circumstances m,ay render desira- 
ble, provided that the object for which the scholarship has been 
founded shall always be kept in view and provided that the 
monthly value of the scholarship shall not be less •than one- 
twelfth part of the interest accruing on the original endowment. 
Should, however, tlie Syndicate, at any time after the ‘Tata scheme' 
becomes an accomplished fact, consider it expedient and feasible 
to utilize the income from the endowment in granting a scholar- 
ship for the encouragement of research in any of the above or 
other branches of learning, it shall be competent of them to do so.

This scholarship, to be designated the *Sir T. Muttuswami 
Aiyar Memorial Scholarship', is maintained from the interest on 
the present sum of lis, 12,950, being the balance (with accumulat- 
ed interest) of a fund tluat had been subscribed by the public in 
order to commemm ate the name of Sir T. Muttuswami Aiyur, 
K.C.I.E., late Judge of the High Court of Madras, after paying for 
the erection of a statute of the deceased Judge. The endowment 
was accepted by the Senate at a meeting held/ on April 21, 1900 
and the following are the conditions of award: — 

The General Committee appointed to collect subscriptions for 
and to administer the fund resolved at a meeting held on Decem- 
ber 12, 1898, that The balance be utilized for providing a scholar- 
ship to enable a B.L. gmduate to proceed to the M.L. degree.' 

The scholarship shall be awarded by the Syndicate biennially, 
or whenever a vacancy occurs. It shall be of the monthly value of 
Rs. 35 and tenable for two years or for such shorter period ns the 
Syndicate may deem necessary in the special cix'cumstances of 
each case. 

An applicant for the scholarship must have passed the B.L. 
Examination in the University of Madras, and the age of the 
applicant must not exceed 25 years on the Ist January preceding 
the notification of a vacancy. 

The scholarship may be declared by the Syndicate to be for- 
feited, if the conduct or progress of the holder be unsatisfactory, 
or on account of his continued ill-health, or for any other reason 
which the Syndicate considers sufficient. There shall be no 
appeal from such decision.

B.S. or of B.E. 

2. By the terms of the deed of endowment, wliich at present 
consists of Rs. 20,800 invested in Government securities (g:iven in 
the University Calendar for 1880-81, page 16G), the scholarship is 
for the support of a student (who must be a born Cochin subject), 
eitlier in Medicine or in Engineering, at the discretion of the 
reigning Rajah of Cochin. 

3. The scholarshij) is awarded at the discretion of the Syiuli‘ 
cate to a student who has passed the intermediate Examination 
in Arts.

FACULTY OF MEDICIME 
SCHOLARSHIPS 

I. The Aline Isabella Subrahmanyam Soholarships 

The following are tlie terms of award of the Hbove scholarships 
as amended by the Senate at its meeting held on March 5, 1909: — 

These scliolarsliiiis w'ore founded for promoting the study of 
Medicine amongst Indian Christians of Southern India by Diwan 
Bahadur Naj’aytina Aiyar Subrahmanyam, B.A., B.L., of Madras. 
Barrister-abLaw, in memory of his late wife, Anne Isabella 
Subrahmanyam. The hrst endowment was accepted by the Serrate 
on September 21, 1899, (he second endowment on April 21, 1900, 
and the thiJd endowuuent on August 31, 1901, and the endowments 
now amount in the aggregate to Rs. 43,900, the interest accruing 
from which is to to devoted for the support of a student in 
Medicine in a College of Medicine i^^cognised by or affiliated to the 
iJniversity studying for the degree of Bachelor of 'Medicine an4 
Surgery of the University of Madras. 
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2. Til the event of ;i scholarship not being awarded in any 
year, the unused interest sliall be added to the trust funds. The 
interest acciumg from such accumulations shall be utilized in 
rateably increasing the amount of each scholarship, subject to a 
maxiiiiiim of Ils. 35 per mensem. The surplus interest accruing 
from the trust funds over and above thirty-five rupees per mensem 
per scholai’hsip slmll, as the Syndicate of the University deter- 
mine, be applied in endowing some other scholarship in the Uni- 
versity or ill the purchase of a medal or prize to be awarded to any 
student of the University whom the Syndicate may select for 
encouragement in the study of Medicine. 


3. It shall be lawful for the Syndicate of the University, 
from time to time, with the consent, during his lifetime of the 
founder, to make new regulations with respect to the scholarships, 
always provided that they do not divert it to any other purpose 
than the encouragement of the study of Medicine by Indian 
Christians. 


4. If any-event occuriiig to prevent the following rules from 
being carried out, it shall be lawful for the University to apply 
the trust funds of these scholurship in such manner as will carry 
out the object of the founder, viz., the promotion of tlie study of 
medical science by Indian Christians of Southern India. 

5. The rules that have been framed are as follows: — 

(a) The scholarships shall be called the *Anne Isabella 
Subrahmanyam Scholarships/ 

(b) By the terms of the deed of endowment (given in the 
University Calendar, Appendix, Volume 1, for 1809-1900, page 218) 
the scholarsiiips are open to Indian Christiuns, male or female, of 
the Ihesidency of Madras, or of the States of M^jfiore, Travancore, 
Cochin or Budukkotai. A scholurship will be awarded each year 
to a student ente -ing a College of Medicine recognised by or affi- 
liated to the University in the first year's class of tiie course for 
the degree of tiie Bachelor of Medicine and Master in Surgery of 
the University of Madras, It shall be awarded by the Syndicate 
on the recommendation of a committee of three members of the 
Faculty of Medicine, or whom the Brincipal of the Madras Medical 
College shall be one. In any year when after the award of one 
schohuship has been niadie, the ruuiibei- of scUolarshii) holdeis 
does not exceed 3, an additional scholarship may be awarded by 
the. Syndicate Uo u suitable candidate on the recomrnelidation of 
the above Committee. 


(c) A scholarsliip of the present monthly value of Rb. 25 
shall be tenable unHer existine rules for fiv# years or for the 
period required to qualify for the M.B. & B.S. Degree of ttie^ 
ynlverslty of Madras. * 
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(d) Failure to pass any one of the examinations for the 
degree of M.B. & B.S. of the University of Madras at the earliest 
opportunity on which the holder is admissible to it entails for- 
feiture of the scholarship. In the case of failiu e to pass one such 
examination, however, the Syndicate, on the ai)i)li(tation of the 
holder of a scholarship, may merely suspend the scholarship for 
one year. Tf the holder be successful within this period, it sliall 
be lawful for the Syndicate to continue the scliokirship for the 
remainder of the pei iod for which the holdei- may be entitled to it. 

(e) It shall be lawful for the Syndicate to declare that 
the holder of a scholarship has forfeited it for any misconduct 
which they may consider a sufficient cause for such forfeiture, 
and there shall bo no apiieal from the decision of the Syndicate.

This endowment, which at present consists of Rs. 30,400 in- 
vested in Goveinment securities, was received by tlie University 
in accordance with the final degree of the Additional Sub-Judge 
of Tanjore in O. S. No. 27 of 1917, as subsequently amended by 
his order No. 346, dated the 5th September 1924, for the purpose 
of founding scholarships, and was accepted by the Senate at its 
meeting held on March 18, 1925.

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FACULTY OP ENGINEERING 
SCHOLARSHIP 

The Bowen Memorial Scholarship 

This scholarship was founded by the friends and admirers 
of the late Colonel Charles Bowen, R.iij., Chief Engineer of Mysore, 
for encouraging the study in Engineering and was accepted by 
the Senate at a meeting held on January 17, 1903. A sum of 
Ks. 6,986-5-0 was received from the Committee of the Bowen 
Memorial Fund for the Scholarship and invested in the Govern- 
ment securities for Rs. 13,600. The conditions of awurd are: — 

1. The scholarship shall be open only to subjects of the 
Mysore State domiciled therein who are eligible for admission to 
a College of Engineering affiliated to the University of Madras to 
undergo a course of study for the Degree of Bachelor of Engineer- 
ing and do not hold a Mysore Government scholarship. 

t. The scholarship of the present monthly value of Rs. 35 
shall be awufded on the recommendation of the Principal of the 
College of Engineering to the best of such subjects of the State 
as are eligible for it. 

3. The scholarship shall be tenable for a period of four 
years at the Madras College of Engineering in the case of a 
scholarship holder commencing his course, or for such period as 
is required for completing the course in the case of one who has 
already been a student of the College for some time, 

4. It will be left to the discretion of the Principal of the 

College to recommend the discontinuance of a scholarship <ilready 
awarded for bad conduct or failure at any of the periodical 
examinations of the College or the University. <

5. When the scholarship is not awarded for the whole or 
part of a year, the savings shall be added to *1110 funded capital 
and the value of the monthly scholarship increased as far as the 
interest accruii.:g permits up to a maximum amount of Rs. 35 a 
month.
